Have heard , that when the Pope and Cardinals of 
Rome ſend their Emiſlaries intoany of the Reform'd 
Churches,they injoyn them to Write their Lives 3 by 
which they may ground a Judgment upon the nature 
and diſpofition of the People to whom they are ſent, 
as well as the diſpatches of thoſe whom they ſend : And 
though I ſhall never encourage ſo much nonſenſe in the

Eſq; of Tuffi:igh in the County of Gloxceſter , Chief Juſtice 
of Weit-Wales, and of Queen Elizabeth's Councel, in the 
Councel of the Marches of Wales; and Brother to Sir 
Edward Atkyns of Lincolnes-Inn, one of the Barons of the 
Exchequer. My Mother ſecond Daughter of Sir Edwir

the Daughter and Heir of the Lord Braz. 

No ſooner had TI life, then T was like to loie my Lively- 
hood, but by Gods providence, and the affiſtance of Friends 
that Cloud was ſoon over. Whilſt I was at Nurſe my Arm 
was broke, and being il! ſet, I was conveyed to London (be- 
ing above Fourſcore Miles from the place) to have It ſet 
better 3 where playing amongſt Horſes in Covent-Garder, one 
{truck the Skin off my Forehead with his hinder Feet, and 
did me no further miſchief. | 


— Lord, thou art he that took me out of my Mothers Womb ! 
thou wast my hope when IT hanged yet on my Mothers Breaſt : But 
Lord, what dangers and miſchiefs is Man (ubjetZ to ! There is 
but one way to Live, and hundreds of ways to be depriv d of Life. 


After I was taken from the tuition of Women, and capable 
of going to School, I was plac'd under a Knights Chaplain 
(my Mothers Uncle) who Taught none but his own Sons, 
and my ſelf ; the Chaplain being Young and Amorous, made 
Love to one of the Chamber-maids, and Scor'd every frown 
ſhe gave him on my Breech ; his Patrons Sons were big 
enough to remedy the miſchief, or to complain of its. fo all 
the ſtripes happened upon me, that for the ſpace of one 
whole Year, I was whipt moſt dayes twice a day, and the

I was afterwards ſent to the Univerſity of 0x0» about 
fourteen years of Age,where I may too truely ſay I ſpent twoZ* tt 
years time 3 what by not being 74 well grounded as I ought 
to read a Greck or Latin Author with pleaſure ; .and being 
placed under a Tutor , who (though he were a compleat 
Gentleman, and a Scholar, yet) by reafon of his much ab- 
ſence, (being in a wooing condition.) read very ſeldom to 
me 3 1o as I frequented Publick Exerciſes little, and Studyed 
Zegardine's Philoſophy more than AriFotle, or Ramns, there- 
by imitating the Siczlians to ereft a Temple to Riot ; But 
I diſcovered , and refolv'd to amend this Error. When I 
was taken from thence, 'twas debated among my Friends , 
whether to ſend me to the Inns of Court, or to Travel ; and 
being the only Child of my Parents, the firſt was refolved 
upon : In proſecution of which, I was ſent to Lincolnes-In 
(the place where the Family of my Fathers ſide had anci-

was Tefign'd for Travel; we being much of an age and hu- 
mour, ſoon ſtruck up-an acquaintance and an agreement to 


g0 wtogether ; there was but one obſtacle in the way, (viz.) 


that there was great danger of changing my Religion ; his 
Tutor being a Komiſh Prieſt, and his Lordſhip having been a 
great Defender of the Romiſh Faith 3 not only by his Sword 
in taking the Turks Standard, for which he was made a 
German Count , but by writing for the Church of Ree , 
againſt Biſhop Jewel ; and as there was danger on the one 
hand as to matters of Faith, ſo there was ſafety of perſon 
and conveniency on the other : His Lordfhip giving us Let- 
ters of credence to all Chriſtendome, being of greater 
renown abroad than in his own native Country 3 by which 
means, and the intimacy I had with my Cofin 4r»ndell, I ſup- 
poſe I ſaw thoſe- things that no Proteſtant was ever 
admitted to ſee: Our Commiſſion was to Travel for 
Three Years, and one Maſter White a Proteſtant, was per- 
mitted to Travel under the ſame condudt, for my ſake. 


—— And now Lord what obdurate heart is it that will not 
be concern'd in departing from all his Friends and Relations, and 
his own native Country to boot ! Nay further, in putting Soul and 
Fody into the Hands of Strangers, and contrary minded Men ; 
bad'ft then not been the God of the Sea, as well as of the Land , 
4 the whole World, as well as of part of it, this had been a great 

azard indeed ; but thou art in all places at all times , the 
Heavens and Earth are thine ; there is no way to avoid thy 
Bleſſed Preſence but by Sin, and no way to embrace it but by

where there was an Exglifh Nunnery newly ereCted, and in-

the opportunity to ſee, and ſpeak with the intended Nuns , 
and view their Dorwitories , which was never after to be 


ne: From thence we went to Doway, where there was Memo- 
an Engliſh Colledge, and Doſtor. Kelſeſton the Maſter there-j,07* ” 


of, and at preſent Door Labourne who was Maſter Arundells 
Tutor : There we ſtayed ſome time, and after to Cambray 
St. @wuintins , and ſo to Paris z where there was great be- 
moaning of Duke Memorancee's death, the laſt of that moſt 
Ancient, and Noble Family , who for joyning with Moun- 
fieur the Kings Brother, in an InfurreQion againſt the King , 
was beheaded not long before : We ſtayed there about a 
Month,to fit us for our Winter Quarters in Orleans, 


The moſt remarkable paſſage during that time in Paris 4» accider

was the beheading of a Noble man's Page, who for ſome 
miſdemeanour, was condemn'd to Death ; and being well be- 
loved of the Pages and Lackeyes, they appeared ſo nume- 
rous, that though there was a Horſe-Guard to ſee the Fat 
done, they could only ſecure his perſon back again to priſon : 
The next day the King commanded 5080 Souldiers to ſee 
him Executed , but there appeared near 20000 Pages and 
Lackeyes Arm, that they thought it not fit to take him out 
of Priſon: The next day the King commanded his whole 
Army in and about Paris to fee Execution done upon hin , 
and alſo that the Streets ſhould be Chain'd up, and Procla- 
mation made that whoſoever attempted to reſcue him, ſhould 
be proceeded againſt for his Lite 3 notwithſtanding all which,

the Pages and Lackeyes appeared ſo numerous and reſolute, 
that they brought him not out of Priſon, but beheaded him 
there, and hanged his head ſevered from his body out of the 
Window 3 which when the Tumult ſaw, they diflolv'd, and 
went their ſeveral wates. 

Before the Winter was ended , Mr. Arzndel/ got a Heat 
and a Cold at Tennis, which turn'd to a Feaver, and dyed at 
Orleans, whoſe Death was the end of our Journey, and ſoon 
after we return'd to Paris again, where we ſtayed no longer 
'then to prepare for England. But before I leave France, I 
muſt acquaint you. with the civility of DoGor Labourne , 
Mr. Arandell's Tutor, whom we left in Paris ; who notwithy- 
ſtanding his Pupils death, uſed Mr. White and my ſelf with 
all poflible kiridneſs as before , and according to his prorgiſe 
made formerly to my Friends in England, never ſtriv'd toalter 
my Religion z but by his good Life and Converſation, which 
was ſo exemplary, that all the Muſick and Adornments of 
Churches and Chappels, with all the Religious Houſes of 
Monks, Fryers and Nuns, could not perſwade fo much. 

The patlage in our Return to Ergland was very dan- 
gerous, for when we were within a League of the Engliſh 
Shore, our Ship was forc'd back again upon the French ; but 
with ſome help from the Engliſh Coaſt, Maſter White and I 
came ſafe to Dover. One pallage I cannot omit to declare, 
that when I went out of Erelard, I refolv'd not to drink be- 
tween Meals 'till I return'd thither again, which reſolution 
I kept ſtrictly. 

And here me thinks I lye ſo open to the Reader, that he 
cannot chooſe but ſay , What need is there now of Sorrow, 
ſince you are paſt al] dangers beyond Sea, and come ſafe 
home ; having left the Vice of Intemperance behind you, 
which was ſome cauſe of your Travels to avoid ? If you had 
juſt cauſe to Sigh when you were abroad, you have juſt cauſe 
to Rejoyce now you are come home3 and 'tis not only Ri- 
diculous but Sintul to Mourn when you ſhould Rejoyce.

I confeſs there is a time for all things, and good Chriſtians 4». 

ſhould like good Muſicians, keep it 5 but when I conſider 

that it is but the beginning of a great work, that I have not 

ſufficiently repented for doing what I ought not to do ; that 

many Sins are national, and Men are apt to relapſe,when they 

come into the ſame company with whom they have commit- 

ted them; and that at beſt, I have conquer'd but the Bea- 

ſtial part of Man, there is ſtill great cauſe of Sorrow.

ſides 3 and being now taken from the defign of Travel , and 
the Inns of Court, whether to retnrn was thought a degra- 
dation 3 I betook my ſelf to Country affairs, and my Fa- 
ther truſted me much with the managing of his Eſtate , 

(which I took ſome delight in) and alwaies gave me a ſuffi- 
cient allowance for the Imployment I was in; and in thoſe 
dayes I never knew what want was. After I had been ſome 
time there, my Friends furniſh'd me with all accommodations 
I wanted, as Cloathes, Horſes, &c. and ſent me to Count 
Arnndell and his Lady, to acknowledge their great kindneſs: | 
to me, and to Complement them as well as I could 3 the Lady | 
( after ſhe had paid her Funeral Tears to the memory of her | 
only Son) told me that now he was Dead, ſhe would take me 
forher Son ; and I had very good cauſe to beleive her, but 
the difference in Religion as well as other reſpe&s, would not

| perſon of the greateſt diſcretion, temper and humility, that

Law Suits ; kept a very good Table; bought at leaſt 1000 /, 
per ann, Land, Married five or fix Daughters, gave at leaſt 
60001. a peece with them, one with another 3 and al- 
lowed her Lord 500 /. per ann. to caſt away upon the Philo- 
ſophers-Stone. 
The DyetT began with in France, T continued in great 
meaſure in Ergland , but not with that ſtrictneſs as not to 
drink between meals ; but this I added to it, in attempting 
to keep two Lents, but fail'd in both : The firſt gave me an 
Aoue, the ſecond a Feaver , and did my conſtitution much 
wrong 3 cauſing vapours tofly up into my Head, that I be- 
came very ſickly. When was in the Country, I did as a 
Country-man ; kept Hounds and Horſes, and us'd much Ex- 
erciſe, When I came to Lender, I did the like ; as Dancing, 
Riding the Great Horſe, &c. And all this time I kept moſt- 


_:. Ty an abftenious dyet, and ſubdued my Body with much 


Exerciſe. No ſooner came I of full Age, but my Father 
Dyed, and left mean Eſtate 3 out of which I can modeſtly 
ſay, I could have ſpent 860 /. per a7. without being in Debt; 
nor was there any Debt, or Legacy upon it, but only my 


Mothers Joynture ; and I did not owe Ten pounds 1a all the 


'World. Upon this advance of Fortune, I became more 
worldly minded than ever; for though I wanted nothing 
before, I had nothing till then I could call my own : But this 
continued not long, for after the daies of Mourning were 
accompliſh'd, I put off my Hounds, put 200 /. in my Purſe, 


Th es nd came to London and kept my Coach: Where Queen 


Maſque, 


Mother preparing for a Maſque, and many of the Gentry in 
Honour to the Queen, intended to be Ante-Maſquersz I was 
alſo defired to be one, which coſt me my Two Hundred 
Pounds, yet (till I lived within Compaſs of my Eſtate.

At Court I-found my ſelf guilty of three ImperfeQions, 


that-would hinder my preferment there : A Bluſhing mo- 
deſty, a Flexible diſpolition, and no great diligence 
whenl returned into the Country, my Mother had found 
me out a great Heir not far from the /Vime, and had made a 
fair paſſage for me unto her; and though I was then very 
averſe unto Marriage, yet in obedience to her Command [ 
went ; and when | came thither, I found my Miſtreſs much 
of mine own temper, and we preſently agreed never to ſee 
one another more : I had ſeveral other good offers, but 
none that I approv'd of, till I heard of my Lady Acheſox , 
bur that I ſhall reſerve for another Sigh. 


And now, good God ! what a golden opportunity have I 

bp ? Had T with the lubouring Bee laid up in Summer ageinft 
the Winter of mine Age, 1 had not keen now to ſeek, but miſe 
ſpent Time and Mony can never be recalled, 


Having uſed all kind of Sports and delights in Hantſhire, 
(which was a pleaſant Country) and at London, I began to 
diſlike my own Eſtate in the Vale of Glouceſter, which was 
ſodirty, ſo encloſed and ſo far from London, that | was 
not capable of the ſame Delights there; in addition to 
which my Houſe was burn'd down, and the place as a Seat 
ſpoil'd by the long inhabiting of Tenants, and I had no 
other habitable Houſe in the Country 3 All theſe, together 
wade up an Excuſe of leading the fame life as before, with 
thisalſe, that the old Lord Sandys had given a Mannor of

Whil'ſt theſe things were doing, my Mother (being de- 
firous to ſettle me ) had intelligence of a Lady, rendred to 
ze fre be a very great Fortune, who had lately buried her Huſ- 
Xews of band and Father, by whom ſhe had both Inheritance and 
0c 12 Joynture, which prov'd tobe my Lady Acheſor, and though 
_ without ſight, I had a greater opinion of this than any o- 
ther I ever heard of, yet the perſon from whom this report 
came, was ſo inconfiderable that I could not believe it , till 
upon further enquiry 'twas found to be true : How to 
have acceſs, was now the buſineſs in hand ; in order to 
which the perſon that firſt propos'd it brought a Scotch 
Captain to my Mother and me, who declared many par- 
ticulars as to the Eſtate, and pretended great acquaintance 
with the Lady, but could not procure a Viſit 3 he then 
brought me acquainted with Captain Acheſor , a Kinſman 
of her late Husbands, who uſed to eat at her Table, but 
neither could he bring it to paſs, but put me in a probable 
way of ſeeing her,which was by entertaining in my Service 
a Scotch man who Waited upon her firſt Husband, and was 
well belov'd in the Family , this young man prov'd very 
honeſt, and the very beſt Servant that ever I had, he went 
frequently thither, and _ me the true News of the

Upon this ſucceſs, two dayes after at the 
ſame time of day I went again, and meeting her Woman,ſhe 
told me her Lady kept Chamber and was not to be ſeen: 1 
deſired her to preſent my humble Service to her Lady, and 
tell her I was to wait upon her ; and togivemean Anſwer 
before I went away, which ſhe did, but ſtaid a long time 
before ſhe return'd 35 which time was ſpent in debate with 
her Couſins whether I ſhould be admitted or not, at laſt 
'twas concluded I ſhould; I had not been there half an hour, 
but ſome viſitants came to her again, and I took my leave , 
which was kindly receiv d. 
F og ws 9a ( = _ have on been her Guar- 
ians, ſhe being under Age an to ſuſpet me more than 
= laid cheir a. together to beſpatter me, 
and to ſpoil my further viſiting 3 and adviſed her to forbid 
me the Houſe, which ſhe ſaid ſhe could not well do, becauſe 
I had behav'd my elf civilly, and had not propos'd any 
thing of Love to her , which others had done ; and for 
her to ſuppoſe I came to that end, unleſs I had declared it, 
would argye too much forwardneſs in her : This gave them 
little atisfaGtion,yet I found it made my Viſits leſs acceptable 
to her than before ; at laſt a Kinſman of mine hearing by the 
Ladies Uncle ( who was next Heir, and one of the Execu- 
tors} that. I was traduc'd, and aſluripg him that thoſe —_ 
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chat were ſpoken of me were to his knowledge falſe } and' 
deſired therefore that he would be an Inſtrument to bring 
me to the Lady to vindicate my ſelf ; who promiſed to do it 
In two daies after, and was as good as his word : When Thad 
vindicated my ſelf, I'defired to ſpeak with her in private, 
and then, and not before, I told her how much I- Honoured 
her, and to confirm the truth of it, I'fell down in a found 3 
theſe things rars'd thoughts on all hands, and being prepa- 
red to Wait on the King in the Scottiſh Expedition, and: 
my Miſtreſs to go into the Country, upon confideration, and 
ſome hopeful words that fell from her, I found YJermes mare 
influential upon me than 4ars, and ſtaid behind. 

At her going out of Town, I took my leave of her, but- 
not of- her Kinſwomen, becauſe I would not want-an excuſe- 
to ſce her the next day, but before Seven in the Morn 
they pe nd. and 'I after them in a Coach and Four 
Horlſes-, and overtook them -within-a Mile: of - Colbrook ;; 
where we Din'd together, and there I wanted anexcuſe to- 
carry me further ; only, to fee them part of their way: 
Within half a Mile, I:obſerv'd the Cook: maid very-un-eafie 
on Horſe-back, and commanded her to be put into the 
Coach with me, and thendroveup to the other Coach, 
which when myMiſtreſs ſaw,and that I was refolv'd to go ro 
Farringdon; ſheallowed me one. of her Couſins to bear me- 
company : When we came to Herly,, the beft Rooms in 
the Inn were taken up by Sir William Sandys my Unele, who 
for my ſake, quitted the verybeſt Room to her : The next 
Morn, after-I had helped my Miſtreſs into the Coach, I 
went in my ſelf, and fatby her , and handed her Couſins in 
after me ; and with much adoe, prevail'd that her Servants 
and Baggage might be carryed in mine : From thence we 
went to F arringdor, where my Miſtreſs had a Houſe in the 
Town, I ſtaid a Week , and was all day at my Miſtreſles 
Houſe, and ſo to Loxdor again. But the Executors hearing 
of this, writ many .diſcontented. Letters to her-, which 

were 
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were ſtill cubs in my way, but I made Weekly viſits in the 
Summer, whilſt ſhe was in the Country ; mk in the Winter 
ſhe came up to Town, where we were upon a Treaty of 
Marriage 3 but the Executors (till zealous to break off the 
Match, enquired, and-found out that I was engaged for 
* Money as before , and preſt that: ſo home, that they were 
very likely to accompliſh their deſign. 


Had I read the Scripture with that zeal and frequency 
as Playes and Romances, I muſk needs have diſcovered the 
miſery of Suretyſhip 3 for ſaith Solomon, why ſhou!d thy Bed 
be taken away from under thee? and King David adviſeth , 
to honour our Creator in the dayes of our Touth : How fd 
a condition are they in then that ſerve the Devil with thei» 
affeion and firength, and God with their decreppit old Age 3 
and how mnch ſadder thoſe who ſerve him not at all , who do 
not only with the Fool, ſay in their Heart there is no. God, but 
more lively expreſs it in their Words and Works £ 


By this time Love began to play the advocate for me 
with my Miſtreſs , and all diſlwaſions prov'd but as whet- 
ones to ſharpen the appetite of defire, the thing now to 
be done was to ſettle my Eſtate, and make her a convenient 
Joynture out of it, which being left to the Executors , 
went on very ſlowly ; and many Exceptions were taken 
to my Eſtate, though ray Mother to- help me in this great 
Work, was willing to Surrender her Joynture, and receive 
recompenſe out of a Leaſe holden of the Dean and Chaps» 
terof Glouceſter,

got ſo great a diſtemper that the next day ſhe fell Sick of a 
Love Ex- Quincy, ſent for me and put her ſelf into my hands , and 
pref, would haveno Phyſician but of my providing 3 She alſo ſet- 
led herEſtate upon me as well as ſhe could(being underAge ) 
and ſent for my own Uncle todoit. Before ſhe was fully 
recovered, the Queen commanded the Maſque to be re- 
preſented again, which I hearing of, gave my Habits to a 
Dancing Maſter and Five Pounds to perform my Part ; 
and ſent to the Lord Chamberlain, to defire him to excuſe 
my ſo doing : The Queen expreſta gracious reſentment of 
the forrow I was under, but withal deſired I might perform 
my Part my ſelf; ſaying, ſhe very well liked that entry , 
which coming to my Miſtreſs Ear, ſhe alſo deſired me to do 
it, By. this time I was Purſy and Feaveriſh by lying in the 
Houſe, and the Dancing Maſter proud of my Part , would 
not let me have my Habit again, but cut it leſs for his own 
Body, which with a Trowſe I bought to wear under its 
that was to big for me, cauſed me to role it up and put ir 
into my Breeches, but upon rifing of Capers it broke my 
Buttons before , and ſtarted out of my Codpiſs, which 
was the occaſion of a great deal of Mirth and Laughter , 
the greateſt part not knowing what they Laught at ; a. 
mongſt which the Yezctian Embaſiadors Lady bearing her 
part, was ſeverely chaſtiſed: by her Husband, which ſhe 
af pos + upon a viſit to the then Maſter of the Ceremonies Lady 
Lady, declared, asking alſo, whether all the Eng/ih Ladies that 
Laught were ſo ſerv'd : She anſwer'd, 'twas not the faſhion 
of England to do ſo, and ſhe was very ſorry 'twas the

By this time my Miſtreſs was pretty well recover'd , 
the Writings were agreed upon and drawn, and ſhe made 
what ſettlement ſhe pleas'd upon my Eſtate , without one 
penny portion in mony ; and her Eſtate(all but Farringdon) 
in her Uncles hands: And becauſe we would have no 
more rubs, we agreed to Marry preſently, which was in 
Lent, about the 20 of March 1640. when ſhe was between 
19 and 20 yearsof Ape, and my ſelf between 25 and 26. 
She made ghoice of her Uncle to give her in Marriage , 
which he refuſing , Sir Joh» Finnett Maſter of the Cere- 
monies, did it moſt willingly.

Upon this advance of Fortune , which the World 


eſteem'd no leſs than 20000 /. as alſo, that I had Married 
a Beautiful and Diſcreet Woman : My credit grew ſo high 
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Qhat I could borrow but too much Money ; my Uncle Sands 
therefore to preſerve the Vime, earneſtly importun'd *me to 
joyn with him ina Judgment of 3500 /. tor payment of 
25001. without which he could not have the Money 
(which was the firſt binding Engagem:nt I ever entred 
into) anda pretended Friend advis'd me to comprize the 
ſeveral debts ; I was bound in for one Mr. . S. in one Sum, 
toavoid brokeage and preſerve my credit, and he would 
lend me the Mony , which I conſented toz but whenT 
came to give him ſecurity for it, he made bimſelf a Leaſe 
of 99 Years of a Mannor, and a Statute of 6000 /. to per- 
form Covenants; and perſwaded me to give a Statute of 
ſo great a Sum; for that if ] wanted 1cco/. more, he 
would lend it me upon that ſecurity : And here [ found the 
wantof an [nnsof Court breeding , not knowing the ut- 
moſt danger of a Judgment, or Statute : Huwever, I had 
ſuch promiſes and proteſtations from both of them I was 
engaged with, that they would pay theſe Debts within 
half a Year, that I muſt have been an Infidel nyt to have 
believ'd them; and this was the worlt thing that ever I 
didin wy life (as to worldly Affairs) and hath been the 
cauſe of all my future Miſery. 

Theſe Debts lying heavy upon me, and the War .com» 
ing on, would not folfer me to pay my own Debts, (which 
were then reduc'd to 1000 /, ) except I paid theirs firſt , 
which when I diſcovered, afflicted me very much : and 


4 gres then, and not till then, I Jookt into my Wives Eſtate, which 
1400.1 found little- or nothing ſerviceable to me , for her Uncle 


(who was the .moſt -patſionate and inconſliderable man 
that ever I knew truſted with ſuch an'Eſtate) had poſleſt 
himſelf of the whole Eſtate inthe S!ra7d, both real , and 
perſonal , (except ſome Houſe-hold-ſtuff ) by virtue of a 
Leaſe of 21 Years , whereby he was Truſtee 3 and by alone 
proving the #7!/, whereby he was become ſole Executor , 
and it was incumbred with Debts and Legacies alſo; the

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Place moſt free, and whereof ſhe was poſleſt, were Lands 
in Farringdon, part whereof was litigious by the claim of 
Sir Robert Pye, arather of her Uncles had an Annuity there- 
out, and the whole lyable tro a Charitable uſe : 'Tis true 
there were iome Houſes made over upon her firſt Marriage 
with Sir Patrick Acheſorz part whereof were deſtroyed which 
ought to have been receiv'd by her quietly, but the receipt 
of the remainiyg Houſes were allo interrupted by her Uncle: 
There were alſo ſeveral other Rents {Le ought to have had ; 
as Eco 1, per ann. Joynture out of Trelaud , part whereof 
was Mortgaged by Sir Patrick, Acheſon her firſt Husband , 
after a Joynture made 3 and the other part poſſeſt by his 
Creditors , who obtained the Lord Straffords Order for 
poſleſiing the ſaid Lands till their Debts were paid ; albeit 
they were made in Joynture before, there was alſo a Rent 
charge out of Aiche/dever , a Patent for Printing a Salt 
Work, and ſeveral Adventures, in which her Father had a 
ſhare 3 but all poſſeſt by her Uncle : This was the con- 
dition ] found her Eſtate in. I went therefcre to the beſt 
Councel I could get , to adviſe upon the faid 17!! , who 
found it fo intricate (as it was prov'd with Codicels) that 
they adviſed me to agree if poſſible I could; 1 did then 
offer her Uncle more than was his due by the #7/l prov'd, 
and to give ſecurity to perform it z and ſeveral agreements 
were made to that purpoſe, but all in vain, for he ſtood to | 
none of them ; which ſpent a great deal of time : at Jaſt 1 | 
was adviſed to put ina Bill inEquity againſt him, and the 
reſt of the Executors 3 which with much adoe, my Wife | 
| conſented to; but this was to little purpoſe , for before | 
| I could brirg it to a hearing, the War began, and I returned 
| Into the Country with theſe Debts upon me ; and here 
might I cry with King David. 
: — Save me O God, for the Waters are come in even unto a. 
my Soul: T flick faſt in the deep Aire where no groundis; I , 
am come into deep Waters , ſo that the Floods run over me : 
But 
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but thou O Lord art my Defender, and the lifter up of my 
Head ; O deliver my Soul ! and ſave me for thy mercy ſakes 
ſo fhall mine Enemies be confounded, they ſhall be turned back, 
aud put to ſhame ſuddainly, 


As no Cities nor Counties were free from preparations 
for War as their affections inclin'd them, ſo the parts about 
Glouceſter (to which 1 retired,) happened to be moſt Una- 
nimous for the Parliament , which was contrary to my 
Judgment: For I am perſwaded, that none that heard 
the Lord Straffords Tryal , and weigh'd the Conceſſions of 
the King in Parliament , could conſcientiouſly be againſt 
him ; but 'twas now too late to remove from thence ; for 
Fears, and Jealouſies, had ſo generally poſleſt the Kingdom, 
that a man could hardly travel through any Market Town , 
but he ſhould be ask'd whether he were for the King, or 
Parliament. In this nick of time my Servant Erwing (who 
preſently after my Marriage , betook himſelf to the Ger 
Arms 1n Franceſhearing of the War in England came over 
and proffered his Service to me again 3 whom I received as 


worth gold, before : And being well known to his fidelity , I ſent him 


to London to his Brethren the Scots, to give me the beſt 
inte]ligence he could 3 who did it moſt truly , and prophe- 
tically ; and asan Argument of his affection to me, refus'd 
a Lieutenants Place of Horſe on the Parliaments Side, to 
continue my Servant. Him I imployed to train up my 
Horſe, and make them bold 3 under one Forbes his Coun- 
tryman, who was then Governour of Glouce3ter ; and ſoon 
after the Battail of Fdgh3l!, I waited upon the Lord Chandos 
to Oxegy, not intending at that time, to ſtay any longer than 
to preſent my ſelf to the King , and to aſſure him of my 
Duty and Afﬀections ; But whilſt I ſtazd there, I received 
intelligence, that my being at 0x0» was publique!ly known 
at Glonceſter ; ſo thatT could not return in ſafety 3; but ſent 
for the men and Horſes I left behind to come thither after 


me 
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me, and when the Lord Chandos had accepted of a Com: a4, raifng 
miſſion to raiſea Regiment of Horſe, and Muſtred his owns 7. 


Troop, he gave me a Commiſhon for a Troop under him z 
which I rais'd with ſuch ſucceſs , that within one Month, 
I Muſtred 60 men beſides Officers, and almoſt all of them 
well Arm'd ; Maſter Dutton giving me 3o Steel Backs, 
Breaſts and Head Peeces,and two Men and Horſes completely 
Arm'd: And this was done upon Duty, without any ad- 
vance of Mony, er Quarters Aſſigned ; wherein every 4th 
or 5th man was loſt. 

But as ſome were loſt, others were added ; For one 
Powell a Cornet of the Parliaments, with two Troopers , 
(all very well Horſt and Arm'd, ) came into my Troop at 
Oxford : I carryed him tothe King, and beg'd his pardon, 
which the King graciouſly granted 3 and in token thereof , 
gave him his Hand to Kiſs 3 but ask'd him for his Commil- 
ſion, which when he ſaw ; he ſaid, he never ſaw any of them 
before ; deſired to keep it, and put it up in his Pocket , and 
gave him good councel, with very great expreſſions of his 
Grace and Favour to me. 

My Troop paid twice out of mine own Purſe,and about 
a fortnight after, at the Seidge of Briſtol, I muſtred 80 men 
beſides Officers 5 whereof 20 of them Gentlemen that bore 
Armes : {Here the Swearing Captains, put the name of the 
Praying Captain upon me, having ſeen me ſometimes upon 
my Knees.) The Lord Chandos afterwards (though I had 
the Honour to be allyed to him) us'd my Troop with that 
hardſhip, that the Gentlemen unanimouſly defired me to go 
into another Regiment 3 which his Lordſhip underſtanding, 
thought to attix me to his by a councel of War 3 but fail- 
ing therein, I was admitted into Prince 4anrice's Regi- 
ment, which was accounted the moſt Aﬀive Regiment in 
the Army, and moſt commonly plac'd in the out Quarters 
which gave me more proficiency as a Souldier, in halt a 
Years time, than generally in the Low Countries in 4 or 5 
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years; for there did hardly one Week pals in the Summer 
half year, in which there was not a Battail, or Skirmiſh 
Fought, or beating up of Quarters ; which indeed laſted 
the whole Year , inſfomuch as for three Weeks at moſt, ] 
commanded the Forlorn-hope thrice. 

T he firſt, was at Iititle Deane , inthe Forreſt of Deaxe , 
under the Conduct of the then Lord Grandiſor , againſt 
Sir William Wallers Army z in which was a remarkeable ac- 
cident : For no ſooner had I received the word of Com- 
mand, but my charging Horie fell a trembling and quaking 
thar he could not be kept upon hisLegsz ſo that I muſt loote 
my Honour by an Excuſe, or borrow another Horſe pre- 
lertly 3 which with much adoe I did of the Lord Chandos 
his Gentlemanof the Horſe, leaving twice as much as he 
was worth with him. The Charge was ſeemingly as deſ- 
Perate as any | was ever in; It being to beat the Enemy 
from a Wall which wasa Strong Breaſt Work, with a Gate 
in the middle ; poſleſt by above 200 Muſquetteers , 'be- 
{ides Horſe : We were to charge down a Steep plain Hill , 
of above 12 (core Yards inlength z as good a Mark as they 
could wiſh - Our party conſiſting of between Two and 
Three Hundred Horſe, not a manof them would follow us ; 
So the Officers, about 10 or 12 of us, agreed to Gallop 
down in as good Order as we could , and make a delperate 
Charge upon them 3 the Enemy ſeeing our reſolutions, 
never Fired at us at all, but run away ; and we (like young 
Souldiers ) after them, doing Execution upon them 5 but 
one Captain Hanmer being better Horſt than my ſelf, in 
perluite, fell upon their Ambuſcade and was killed Horſe 
and Man : I had onely time enough to turn my Horſe and 
run for my life, This party of ours, that would not be 
drawn onat firſt, by this time, ſeeing our ſucceſs ; came into 
the Town after us, and ſtop'd our retreat ; and finding that 
we were perſu'd by the Enemy, the Horſe in the Front, fell 
back upon the Rear,and they were ſo wedg'd Es 

they 
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they routed themſelves, ſo as there was no paſſage for a long 
time: All this while theEnemy were upon me,cuttinz my Coat 
upon my Armour in ſeveral places.and diſcharging Viſtcllsa 
they got up to me, being the outermoſt man z which Major 
Cheldon declar'dto my very great advantage: But when they 
perſu'd us to the Town, Major Leightoz had made good a 
Stone Houſe, ana ſo prepared for them with Muſquetteers 5 


that one Volley of Shot made them retreat : They were fo , ,,,,, 
neer me, that a Muſquet Bullet from one of our own men deve 


took off one of the Bars of my Cap l charged with, 
and went through my Hair, and did me no hurt : But this 
was onely a Forlorn party of their Army to face us, whilit 
the reſt of their Army March'd to Glowceffer, At my res 
turn to the Rendezvous, 'twas debated at a Councel. of 
War, whether to-quarter in the Field all night, or to March 
to Tewxburyz- from whence we had drawn too many 
men : The firſt was reſolv'd upon ; but the Enemy finding 


their advantage, put their Garriſon Souldiers into Boats 73 ſur. 
C who were treſh ) and their wearied Souldicrs in their ?!'xe 9 


rooms, and {urpriz'd our Garriſon of Tewxburz that night 5 
of which we had intelligence by Nine the next Morning. 
The next Forlorn-hope I was commanded upon, wa 


the Lord Granatſor (as Itake it ) received at that time a 
hurt, of which he dyed. We were then Commanded to 
March towards 0x07, to the reliet of Reading, beſeidged 
by the Earl of F/yex, with the Kings whole Army that 
Quartered thereabout : Where I had the Honour to Com- 
mand the Forlorn hope again; 8 or 10 Daies after , the 
general Rendezvous was by Wallingford ; and the Forlorn- 
hope conhilting of about 160 Horle, was ſent out between 
8 and 9 of the clock inthe Morning 5 we March'd to Nettle- 
bed, and ſo to Cawſan-houſe; through as bad way for 
Horſe to Match as ever I ſaw : For the Way was ſo thick

. of Woods , and Furzes, that in two Miles we could not 


draw up 8 in Front, ſfoasa ſmall party of Horſe might 
eaſily have retarded our march, and killed ſeveral of us. 
Our ſecurity might be the illneſs of the way ; for none that 
knew not of our March before, would ever expect Horſe 
to March in that place : We ſaw not one Scout , or Armed 
man, till we approach'd Cawſam Bridge, and there we 
found their Army prepared to entertain the Kings. My 
Station was (not diredly, but Obliquely ) between the Ri- 
ver anda large Barn , within Muſquet ſhot of both ; they 
ſent no party out to Fight us ; but within half an hour, the 
Kings Army appear'd upon a Hill, about a Mile off (him- 
ſelf being in Perſon there.) The Cannon play'd upon us, 
but did us no harm 3 we Kill'd ſome and touk others Priſo- 
ners, they miſtaking us for their own Party : Between 12 
and 1 of the Clock, the King ſent down ſeveral Regiments 
to Storm the Barn; without the taking of which , we 
could not have acceſs to the Body of their Army , which 
lay moſtly between the Barn and the Bridge: And as the 
King alwayes adventur'd Gold againſt Silver at the beſt , 
{o now he adventur'd as Gallant men as ever drew Sword , 
againſt mud Walls; for the Barn was as good a Bulwark 
as Art could invent. 'Twould grieve ones Heart , to ſee 
men drop like ripe Fruit ina ſtrong Wind , and never ſee 
their Enemy ; for they had made loop-holes through the 
Walls, that they had the full Bodies of the Aſſaylants for 
their Mark, as they came down a plain Field ; but the 
Aſfaylants ſaw nothing to ſhoot at but mud Walls, and 
muſt hit them in the Eye, or loole their Shot. Upon this 
diſadvantage I need not tell you what men we loſt 5 about 
Three of the Clock, my Party was relieved for half an 
Hour, and then the Party that relieved us were drawn 

off again. 
Soon after, the Kings Army March'd oft (having releiv'd 
the Town with Ammunition)and my Party was lcft _ 
ore, 
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(23) 
fore, without hope of releif, and the Sun going down 
all which daunted my men ſo much, that T could hardly 
make a Front of 6 men; and indeed the Danger was not 
ſmall, for Two or Three Hundred Muſquetteers had lin'd 
the Hedge by this time , within half Muſquet Shot of us 
and began to play upon us on the one fide, a Regiment of 
Foot and Cannon about Muſquet Shot fronted us, and 
a ſtrong Party of Horſe on the other fide; fo as I had 
much adoe to keep them from running, having a Leiutenant 
as fearful as any ; which to prevent , I was forced to cut 
ſome of them, and threaten my Leiutenant 3 with which 
we ſtuck together, more like a flock of Sheep, than a Party 
of Horſe ; until Prince Rupert ſent his Commands by Co]- 
lonel Legge, that I ſhould March off, and make my retreat 


as well as I could ; which by the advice of that Noble 4 aciive- 
Perſon, I did with ſuch taccels , that I loſt not one man." 


About half an Hour within Night as we March'd in a broad 
Rode, my Scouts diſcovered the Enemy , and came very 
merrily back 5 at which my Party took ſucha fright , that 
though I defired them with all importunity (for Command + 
was now laid a Sleep) that but {1x of themall with fixt Pi- 
{tolls would goalong with me,and I could get no more than 
two : By this time Draggoones on both fides the Rode were 
pelting at us, but at a great diſtance 3 and a party of Horte 
perſu'd us inthe Rear ; but when they came in a conveni- 


they had come on, ran too, but the contrary way 5 we were 
afterwards troubled with them no more: And about a 
quarter of a Mile further, Prince Kupert had Jaid fo ſtrong 
an Ambuſcado for them, that if their whole Army had 
perſued us, I'm confident he had ſcatterred them : 
Upon this ſervice I was not a quarter of an Hour in four- 
teen Hours off my Horſes back, and Prince Rupert declared 
he would never put me upon io hard duty again. 
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ent diſtance of us, we three diſcharged at them, and they 114 Ba- 
ran away with ſo great a noiſe , that my Party ſuſpeCtingmeras- 
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Lord thou haſt been my God , even from my Mothers 
Womb ! Thou haſt deliverca me from my cruel Enemics, in the 
time of ervateit dancer, thou art a God Mighty in Baitail, the 
Lord of Hoits is thy Names Flies and Lice receiving Come 
anijſuon from thee, can do wonaers 1 ard the greates} Potentates 


without it, ſb. fiy before their me(t deſpiſed Enemies, 


Not long after, Prince 1{aurice his Regiment with others, 
March'd into the 87, to affiſt the then Marqueſs of Hert- 


ford in raifing an Army in thoſe Parts ( who was made Ge- 


neral of the es) where Sir 1Wi/iam Waller had been with 
his Army before, to raiſe Forces for the Parliament. Prince 
Maurice had ſuch an intire atteCtion tothe King , that (not 
regarding hisown Dignity) he took a Commiſſion under 
the Marqueſs, rather than the Kings cauſe ſhould fail. The 
Lord Carzarvan was General of the Horſe, and Sir James 
Hamilton Major General: We did not rauch in our March, 
but raiſe Men and Armes, till we came to Crock-horne, where 
(as I take it) we met the Lord Hoptor with his Forces from 
Cornwall (having clear'd thoſe parts) which were moſt upon 
Foot : This addition made us up a pretty marching Army, 
When we came together, we were quickly upon ation 
but the Corn:ſb Foot could not well brook our Horſe (eſ- 
pecially, when we were drawn up upon Corn) but they 
would many times let fiy at us ; Theſe were the very beſt 
Foot that ever I ſaw, for Marching and Fighting ; but fo 
Mutinous withal, that nothing but an Alarm could keep 
them from falling foul upon their Officers. The firſt thing 
that we attempted ( as I remember ) was the taking of 
Taunton Dean, which ſtood out at firſt, but when we were 
prepared to Storm it, they yeilded : I having then a Com- 
miſtion for raifing a Regiment of Dragoons ; my ſelf, and 
ſome of my Officers went to ſcek for Arms ; of which we 
found many, and obſerving a hole inan Elder hedge, I put 
in my hand and tookouta Bag of Mony 3 which if our

Foot had eſpied ( who were alſo upon the ſearch) they had 
certainly taken me for the Enemy , and depriv'd me of 
both it and Life. 

After the Garriſon ſettled in Taunton Dean, we March'd 
towards the Enemy, who were then Quartered in, and a- 
bout the Bath; we had 2 very hard daies March thither : 
But betore we came to Glaſterbary, we had intelligence of 
ſome Forces newly rais'd, Marching towards their Body ; 
whom a Commanded Party of ours perſu'd, and did ſome 
Execution upon: That day came Sir Horatio Carew 
intous. When we came towels, intelligence was given 
us, that Sir William Wallers Army was drawn out on that 
ſide of Bath; we March'd toward them as far as Chutor, 
which I ſuppoſe, is about half way 3 the Sun was then a- 


bout an hour high, and many of our Horſe and Foot tyr'd Chuton 
with our March 3 ſo the Foot had Orders to Quarter *s"- 


at Wells, as the head Quarters, and the Horſe thereabouts : 
The Quarter-maſters were ſent to take up Quarters accor- 
dingly ; and the Lord Carnarvan with his Regiment of 
Horſe, went to give their whole Army an Alarm 3 but 
came ſo near them, that for haſt, they {ent out a freſh Re- 

iment of Horſe, and another of Dragoons to fight him 3; 
his Lordſhips Regiment being much waſted, and his Horſes 
tyred with the long March, were forced to retreat; and 


the Enemy had the perſuit of them to Chuton, where Prince p,;,.. 
Manrice was hurt, and taken Priſoner. We were then a Mzurice 
Mile on our way towards our Quarters, when Collone] _ -_ 


Brutus Bucke acquainted our Regiment with this unwel- 
come news; which I heard firſt, having the Honour to 
Command the Rear Diviſion of the Regiment. My Letu- 
tenant Collone), my Major, and the reſt of the Officers, 
adviſed what to doin this caſe 3 and the reſult was, that 
Prince Maurice having himſelf Commanded his Re- 
ogiment to their Quarters, they were ſubject to a Councel 
of War, if they ſhould _— Command ; to which I

Anſwer'd (being eldeſt Captain) that I was but a Young 
Souldier, and it they would give me leave, I would draw 
off my Diviſion and run the hazard of a Councel of War ; 
they told me, they might as well go themſelves, as give me 
leavetogo; but if I would adventure, they would not 
oppoſe it, but defend me the beſt they could. 

I drew off myDiviſion with all poſſible ſpeed,and put them 
in order,which were not above 100 men; and before we had 
March'd twelve ſcore Yards, we met the Lord Carnarvar's 
Regiment ſcattered, and running ſo terribly, that I could 
hardly keep them from diſordering my men (thongh ina 
large Champaign) at laſt I met his Lordſhip with his Horſe 
well nigh ſpent, who told me I was the happieſt ſight he 
ever ſaw in his life: Itold him I was no leſs glad to ſee 
his Lordſhip ; for as yet I had no Command Be what I 
had done, and nowlI hoped he would give me Command 
publiquely, to preſerve me from the” pond a of a Counſel , 
which he did. The Enemy ſeeing a Party make towards 
them, left their perſuit, and drew up at -Chutor , and the 
Lord Carnarvar, the Lord Arundel of Wardour, with my 
ſelf, Marchd in the head of ' my Party ; this was about 
half an hour before Sun ſet ; and when we came within 
26ſ{core of the Enemy, we found about 200 Dragoons half 
Muſquet Shot before a Regiment of Horſe of theirs in two 
Divitions, both in order to receiveus. At this punCtilio 
of time, from as Clear a Sun ſhine day as could be ſeen, 
there fell ſuch a ſuddain Miſt, that we could not ſee Ten 
Yards off, but we ſtill March'd on; the Dragoons amaz'd 
with the Miſt, 'and hearing our Horſe came on ; gave us 
a Volley of Shot out of Diſtance, and diſordered not one 
man of us,and before we came up to them,they took Horſe 
and away they Run, and the Miſt immediately vaniſh'd. 
We had then the leſs Work to do, but ſtill we had enough 3 
for there were 6 Troops of Horle in 2 Diviſions, and about 
Three or Four Hundred Dragoons more, that had lined

the Hedges on both ſides of their Horſez when we came 
within 6 Score of them, we mended our pace, and fell 
into their left Diviſion , Routing and Killing ſeveral of 
them, 

The Dragoons on both ſides, ſeeing us ſo mixt with their - 
men that they could not Fire at us, but they might kill their 
own men as well as ours 3 took Horſe and away they run 
alſo. In this Charge, I gave one Captain Kitely quarter 
twice, and at laſt he was killed : The Lord Aruzdel alſo, 
took a Dragoons Colours, as if it were hereditary to the 
Family ſo to do 3 but all of us overran the Prince, being 
Priſoner in that Party ; for he was on Foot, and had a hurt 
upon his Head, and I ſuppoſe not known to be the Prince. 


My Groom coming after us, eſpied the Prince, and all being 7 Prixce 
in confuſion, he alighted from his Horſe,and gave him to the "4% 


Prince, which carryed him off: And though this was very ſeratte 
great ſucceſs, yet we were in as gfeat danger as ever z for ?*ſ#. 


now we were in diſorder and had ſpent our Shot, and had 
not time to charge again; and my Letutenant and Cornet, 
with above half the Party , followed the Chaſe of thoſe 
that ran, within half a mile of their Army 3 that when 
I came ro Rally, I found I had not 3o men; we had then 
Three Freſtr Troops to Charge, which were in our Rear 3 
but by reaſon of their Marching through a Wainſhard, be- 
fore they could be put in order : I told thoſe of my Party, 
that if we did not put a goed face upon it, and charge 


them preſently , before they were in Order, we were all 4 rear 


del: mveyance. 


dead Men or Ptiſoners ; which they apprehending , we 
Charged them ; and they made as it were a Lane tor us, 
being as willing to be _ as we our ſelves. In this charge 
there was but one of my Troop Killed, and 8 hurt. Fer 
the wounded men of my Troop, and alſo of my Divition 
I received 20 s, a man of Sir Robert Long, then Treaſurer 
of the Army 3 which was all the Moncy l ever recciv'd for 
my Self, or Troops, during the War. 
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When I came to Wels, the Head Quarters; I was fo 
Weary that I did not my Duty to the Prince that night, but 
Jaid me down wherelI could get Quarters; I was much un- 
fatisfied for the loſs of my Leiutenant and Colours , of 
which I had then no account ; and laid-all the Guards 
to give me News of them, if they eſcaped. Early in the 
morning, Mr. Holmes my Cornet brought my Colours to 
me, which pleas'd me very well ; but with this allay , that 
my Leiutenant Thom.1s Sandys, my neer Kinſman, was taken 
Priſoner, and one more Gentleman of my Troop with him; 
and that he with ſome few Troopers,took ſuch leaps that the 
Enemy could not follow them, elſe they had been taken 
alſo. The next morning I waited upon Prince Maxwrice , 


. andpreſented him with a Caſe of Piſtols, which my Uncle

zade, 


Sandys brought newly out of France; the neateſt that 
ever I ſaw, which he then wanted ; but as yet he knew not 
the man that mounted him, nor whoſe Horſe it was : When 
i ſaw the Horſe I knew him, and the man that rid him that 
day ; who was the Groom aforeſaid : The Prince told me 
he would not part with the Horſe, till he ſaw the man that 
Horſt him, if he were alive, and Commanded me to ſend 
him to him ; which I did that day, and when he came to 
the Prince, he knew him , and gave him 10 broad Peices, 
and told him withal, that he ſhould have any preferment 
he was capable of. This graceleſs fellow went from my 


Troop, and took two Troopers with him, none of which 
ever return'd again : About 15 Years after | ſaw him begg/75} 


4 graceleſs gy in the Streets of London, with a Mufiler before his Face,

and ſpake inwardly, asif he had been eaten up with the 
Foul Diſeaſe. That day I went to my Quarters at Glaſtexr- 
bury, where there was a handſome Caſe of a Houſe, but 
totally plundred, and neither Bread nor Bear 1n itz but 
only part of a Chedder Cheeſe', which looking. blew, I 
found my Foot-boy giving to my Greyhounds, and re- 
provipg him for it 3 hecry'd, ſaying there was nothing elie 

to

to give them : For this Chedder Cheeſe, I was arreſted in 
Lond, which colt me 100 /. 

The Sunday following I defired Doftor Col? , Prince 
Maurice's Chaplain, to give me and my Troop the Sacra» 
ment,which he was willing to do. That morning about 6 my 
Major Thomas Cheldon called upon me, to Dine with Prince 
Aaurice who had invited his Officers to a Buck: I told , _ F 
him what I was to do, Havg't, hang't Bully, ſaid he merrily err 
thou may ſt. receive the Sacram:nt at any tim? , but thouſaying. 
cann'ſt nyt Eat Veniſon at any time, But that Reverend 
DoGor gave me,and all myTroop the Communion that day; 
and I hope 'tis no vanity to ſay, this ſmall Party probably 
preſerv'd the whole Army ; for had theſe two Regiments 
carryed off Prince 1urice his perſon, and cut off the Lord 
Carnarvan, and his Regiment, and given an Alarm to our 
ſurbated Foot, and tyr'd Horſe, being divided, I know not 
what had become of us. There was one, intituled to this 
Action ( which was uſual in the Kings Army ) whom I am 
ſure never Struck Stroke in it , ( but was within diſtance to 
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t have fallen into the Rear of the laſt Three Troops, and to 
d have help't us if he would) but there being no good under- 
0 ſtanding between Prince Marrice and Marquels Heriſord's 
; Regiments, their Chaplains and Secretaries, whoſe Places 
t were not to Fight, or tobe in the Field; gave ſcldome 
y true intelligence , but rather as their affections lead them , 
hb ſuppoſing that if ſuch things were done, they mult be done 
g”; by ſuch and ſuch Perſons.

After we had refreſh'd our ſelves about a Week in 
Quarters, we began to ſeek out the Enemy, who were not 
far off ; for four or five dayes, we skirmiſh'd by Parties 
every day, and kept our Body cloſe together expefing 
Battail daily. Each Army conliſting of about 6000 Horſe 
and Foot, but theirs thought to be moſt 3 our head Quar- 
ters were 1/arſhfield, theirs Bath, within five Miles of each 
other: Very early in the morning we ſent out a Party 
of Horſe, about 3co, commanded by a Major, who did it 
ſo ill, that encouraged the Enemies Forlorn-hope to ad- 
vance (o far, as to give a ſtrong Alarm to our whole Army ; 
and we were forced to draw out in haſt: The Ground 
we ſtood in, was like a {treight Horn, about fix ſcore Yards 
over at the end towards Marſ\field, and twenty Score over 
at the end towards their Army 3 on both ſides encloſed 

+. nz;. With a Hedge, and Woods without that. They ſtood upon 
zail of A bigh Hill which commanded us, that opened to a large 
Tog-Hill. Down, from whence they could diſcover our Motions, but 
we could not theirs ; both Bodies within two Miles of each 
other. For four or five Hours, we ſent Parties out of each 
Body to Skirmiſh, . wherein I think we had the better ; but 
, :,:; About 3 of the Clock they (ſeeing their advantage) ſent 
4tienty down a {ſtrong Party of Horſe, Commanded by Collonel 
the Enemy. Berrell, Major FYantru:tke and others z not leſs than 3oo, 
and Five or Six Hundred Dragoons on both ſides of the 
Hedges, to make way for their advance, and to make goud 
their retreat. And this was the boldeſt thing that I ever 
ſaw the Enemy do; fora Party of leſs than 1000 to charge 
an Army of 6000 Horſe, Foot, and Cannon , in their own 
ground, at leaſt a Mile and an half from their Body. 

Our Horſe being placed before our Foot and our Can- 
non, were commanded off Troop by Troop 3 and being 

with-

within half Muſquet Shot of the Hedges lin'd on both 
ſides by their Dragoons ; ſeveral Horſes were kill'd , and 
ſme of our men; theirMuſquets playing very hard upon our 
Horſe , made us retreat ſo diſorderly, that they fell foul 
upon our Foot ; and indeed there was not room enough 
for us to retreat in order, unleſs we had gone upon the very 
mouths of their Muſquets : I ſuppoſe the Stratagexs was to 
draw on their Party of Horſe upon our Foot and Cannon, 
the better to rout them, and then our Horſe to fall in upon 
them to do Execution ; for the Dragoons making their 
way by Pioneers, were not diſcovered till they Shot. Our 
Commanders ſeeing the Army in ſuch diſorder, and the 
Enemies Horſe Marching near us; commanded the then

by that Honourable and Loyal Pcrſon the Lord Arnndell of _—_ 


Trarice : [ſeeing all like to have been loſt, unleſs a ſuddain 

Check were given to this Party of Horſe; deſired him 

to give me leave to charge with him, with theſe words, 

That we would anſwer for one another that day : We char- 

ged together , and both of us fell upon the Commander in 
Chief, and hurt him ſo, that he reel'd and wheel'd off, and 

the Party with him 3 there were ſeveral others hurt and 

kill'd on each fide, of the Marqueſles Life-guard Mr. Lee 

and Mr. Barker, Gentlemen of Quality. 

'Twas now no time to draw out a Party of Commanded 
men, | at the Lord Carnarvar (according to his uſual courſe) 
drew up his Regiment as ſoon as poſſible, and perſu'd them 
almoſt to their Body, and kill'd and took ſeveral Priſoners ; 
in which Charge (or ſoon after) he had a Shot in the Leg , 
that diſabled him for further Service at that time. *The 
Enemy to encourage us to proſecute this ſucceſs, gave all 
the Symptomes of a Flying Army 3 as blowing up of Pow- 
der, Horſe and Foot running diſtrafttedly upon the edge of 
the Hill, for we could ſee no further : Theſe fignes made 
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Sir Robert IFelfo importunately delire the Prince to have a 
Party to follow the Chaſe, which he gave him the Com- 
mand of, and me of the reſerve ; but when he came up the 
Bill, and faw in what order they lay , he ſoon quit his im- 
ployment there 3 and defired he might have my Command 
and I his, which was ordered accordingly, As 1 went 
up the Hill, which was very ſteep and hollow, I met 
ſeveral dead and wounded Othcers brought off; befides 
ſeveral running away, that I had wuch ado to get up by 
them. When came to the top of the Hill, I ſaw Sir Bevzll 
Grinvi'l's ſtand of Pikes, which certainly preferv'd our

They ſtood as upon the Eaves of an Houſe for ſteep» 
neſs , but as unmovable as a Rock 3 on which fide of this 
ſtand of Pikes our Horſe were , I could not diſcover ; for 
the Air was ſo darkned by the ſmoak of the Powder , that 
for a quarter of an Hour tugether (I dare fay ) there was 
no light ſeen , but what the fire of the Volleys of Shot 
gave; and'twas the greateſt Storm that ever I ſaw, in which 
though I knew not whether to go, nor what to do, my 
Horſe had two or three Muſquet Bullets jn him preſently , 
which made him tremble under me at tharate , that I could 
hardly with ſpurs keep him from lying down; but he 
did me the ſervice to carry me off to 2 lead Horſe, and then 
dyed : By that timeI came up to the Hill again, the heat of 
the Battail was over, and the Sunſet, but ſtill pelting at one 
another half Muſquet Shot off: The Enemy had a huge 
advantage of ground upon our men, for their Foot were in 
a large Sheep-cot, which had a ſtone wall about it as good 
a F> ch againſt any thing but Cannon as could be, and 


ours upon theEdge of the Hill,fo ſteep that they couldHard- 
ly draw up; *tis true there were ſhelves near the Place 
ike Romiſh Works, where we quartered that night , but ſo 
ſhallow that my Horſe had a Bullet in his neck : We pelted 
at one another till half an hour before day , and _ = 
car

heard not any noiſe, »ut ſaw light,matches upoi the wall, 
which our Commande 's obſerying;ſent one to diſcover whe- 
ther they had quit the Fcild or not , who brought news 
that they were gone. 
There were killed of Officers that day ,- Sir Bevill 
Grinvill, Major Lower , Lieutenant Collonel Wall, &*c. 
Hurt, the Lord Carnarvan, Collonel Bennett, &c. and ſe- 
veral other Officers taken Priſoners ; and more than all 
theſe run away to Oxor, to carry tydings of our defeat 
before it was, At the Councel of War that night, were 
Prince Marrrce , the Lord Hopton , Sir James Hamilton , 
Major Cheldon, and ſome others ; the reſult of that 
Councel was, that if the Enemy fell upon us, every 
man to 1h;ift for himſelf: In order to which , the Cannon 
were drawn off; ſo that *his Battail was ſo hard fought 
on both ſides , that they for. »k the Feild firſt, and we 
had leave ſo to do. The nex: morning was very clear, 
and about half an hour after Sun riſing, we Rendezyous'd 
our Horſe and Foot upon Togge- Hill, between the Hill 
where we Quartered all night, and /arſbfeild ; Major 
Cheldon and my Self, went towards the Lord Hoptor , who 
was then viewing the Priſoners taken, ſome of which, were 
carried upona Cart wherein was our Ammunition z and (as 
I heard) had Match to light their Tobacco z the Major 
deſired me to go back to the Regiment, whilſt he receiv'd 


orders of his Lordſhip: I had no ſooner turn'd my Horſe , 7h 4n- 


and was gone 3 Horſe lengths from him, but the Ammuni- 
tion was blown up, and the Priſoners in the Cart with it z 
together with the Lord Hoptor, Major Cheldor, and Cornet 
Waſhnage , who were near the Cart on Horſe back , and 
ſeveral others : It made a very great noiſe, and darkened 
the Air for a time, and the Hurt men made lamentable 
Screeches, As ſoonas the Air was clear , I went to ſee 
what the matter was 3 there I found his Lorſhip miſerably 
burnt, his Horſe fing'd like parch'd leather, and '1homzas 
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Cheldon (that was 2 Horſe lengths further from the blaſt) 
complaining that the fire was got. within his Breeches, 
which I'tore off as ſoon as I could , and from as long a 
Flaxen head of Hair as ever I faw, in the twinckling of an 
eye, his bead was like a Black-1oor ; his Horſe was hurt , 
and runaway like mad, ſo that I put him upon my Horſe, 
and got two Troopers to hold him up on both ſides, and 
bring him to the head Quarters, whilſt I March'd after with 
rey pres fo : 

The Enemy Chaving intelligence of this diſaſter , and 
alſo a recruit that night of Freſh men )gave us no time to re- 
pair our loſſes; but March'd up to our headQuarters,before 
we could bury our. dead, or make proviſion to ſecure our 
wounded ; but Wafhnage dyed a gave me his charge] 
Horſe, which I much wanted ; the reſt (which were many 
were provided for, either in the Marqueſſes Coach, or 
Litters made with Boards , except Maj. Tho. Cheldow, who 
was left to the mercy of the Enemy ; which he perceivi 
made ſhift to get to the Rendezvous , and when he fo 
there was nothing but a Cart provided for him, what with 
the cold he took, but rather I think, out of the Magnani- ' 
mity of his Courage, as ſoon- as he was put in there, he 
immediately dyed 3 by whoſe death I loſt my Martial Mi- 
ſtreſs, but had not time to bewail it 5 whoſe death when the 
Prince heard of, he ſent feveral Officers to bring me to 
him, and gave me his place pabliquely in the Feild , 
with the greateſt Honour and kindneſs imaginable : 1 was 
alſo that day made Adjutam General of the Army. 

The Foot and Cannon(by the loſs of Ammunnion ) be- 
came wholly unſerviceable tous. The Enemy perſu'd, and 
we were to make our retreat to the Derizes, otherwiſe 
call'd the Vies 3 Leiutenant Collonel Newi7 was Comman- 
ded to bring up the Rear, which he did with that Gallan- 
try, and good Condud, that wekill'd as many of the Ene- 
my as they did of us ; when the Foot came fafe to the 
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Vie:, and that the Horſe had only done that Service 5 in- 
ſtead of calling us run away Horle (which the Corzyd uſed 
to do) they call'd us gallant Horſe z for the Cor-ifþ Foot 
knew not till then the Service of Horſe. When we came 
to the Vies, there was found ( as I heard) two Barrels of 
Powder, and the Bell-ropes made Matches 3 and 'twas 
Fortified as well as it was capable of, in a ſhort time. 
White our Army was in and about the ies, our Scouts gave 
no ſatisfatory account for ſeveral hours where the Enemy 
was; Whereupon Sir James Hamilton Commanded me 
perſonally to ſeek out the Enemy and give a certain ac- 
count where they were, or never to return again: "Twas 
my good fortune in lefs than half an hour to fire at one of 
- their Scouts, and by his flight to diſcover their whole Body, 
of which I gave full fatis{aQion. | 

The Enemy made no near approaches to the Town, nor 
did they ſtorm it on any Part; our Horſe being ftill in a 
condition to give them a Charge : Sir James Hamilton gave 
me the Honour and Truſt to Quarter our Horſe where [ 
thought fit, giving him an account (at the Counſel of War, 
whether he was then going) what Thad done: After I 
had quartered them in a very convenient place, .I went to 
the Counſel of War z where I found the General Officers, 
and ſome few more at Supper 3 Prince Mavrice ask'd me 
whether I had Quarter'd the Horſe well, and I told him I 
had ; he bid me ſay no more but fit down to Supper , after 
Supper, all but the General Officers and ſome others with- 
drew , and I gave my account and afterwards proffered to 
withdraw, but I was permitted to ſtay ; and after the 
Counſel reſolved what to do, I was commanded to draw up 
the Horſe into the Market-place, where Sir Jawwes Hamilton 
received them.

About midnight, our Horſe march'd, or rather made an 
eſcape out of Town, leaving the Foot behind us ; we met 
not the Enemy at all, but ſome of our own Forces, whoſe 
fears ſcattered them, and we were like to fall foul upon 
each other : They were part of the Horſe that ſhould 


The retreat have come to our Afliſtance , but hearing 11] news ſecur'd 


themſelves, viz. the Lord Craffords Regiment ,' between 
Three and Four Hundred, and Collonel Jars Lovgs Regi- 
ment, between Two and Three Hundred. At the break 
of day, we were at leaſt 8 Miles from the Vies, and free 
from all Enemies, between that and Oxon ; Prince. 1aurice 
and ſeveral of the Officers Gallop't to Oxon, fobe there as 
ſoon as they could z but my Horſe had caſt two Shoes, and I 
was forced to ſtay behind to ſet them at Lambourne, where 
leaning againſt a Poſt, I was ſo fleepy that I fell down like a 
Log of Wood , and cou'd not be awakned for half an 
hour: *Twas impoſiible then to overtake them fo I went 
to Farringdon, being not able to reach Oxford that Night 3 
I fell of my Horſe back 'twice upon the Downes , before I 
came to Farringdon, where I reei'd upon my Horſe fo ex- 
treamly that the People of the Town tcok me to be dead 
Drunk: When I came to my Houle (for there I ſomtimes 
liv'd)I diſpatch'd a Manand Horſe pretently to the Prince to 
receiveOrders,and defired my Wives Aunt ro provide a Bed 
forme; The good woman took me to be Drunk too, and 
provided a Bed for me preſently z where I Slept at leaſt 
Fourteen hours together without waking.

- quartered at Frrinedon, and came timely thither : The 
is Lord Wilzott was ſent with a recruit of Horſe from Oxom , 
bd and I ſuppoſe all the -Horſe at that Rendezvous were abour 
" 1800 and two {mall peices of Cannon : We loſt no time, 
but March'd towards the Enemy, who ſtood. towards the 
A top of the Hill; the Foot in the middle between two 


Wings of Horſe, and the Cannon before the Foot : There 
were four Hills like the four corners of a Dye, in ſuch a 
Champaign, as 40000 men might Fight in. Upon one 

of the Hills we dilcharged our Cannon, to give notice to 

our Foot that we were come to their rcleit : Then Forlorn- 
hopes outof cach Army were drawn out , and the Lord "5 
WWilmotts Major, Pau! Smith Commanded ours, who did it Round- 
with that gallantry, that he beat them into the very Body \ p=xA 
their left Wing, and put them out of Order ; which we © © 
took advantage of, and immediately charg'd the whole 
Body ; the Charge was ſo ſuddain that I had hardly time 

to put on my Armes, we advanc'da full Trot 3 deep, and 

kept in order ; the Enemy kept their Station , and their 
right Wing of Horſe being Curiaſeers, were I'me ſure hve, 

if not (ix deep, in fo cloſe Order, that Punchine/ him- 

ſelf h:dq he been there', could nut have gotten in to 
them. 

All the Horſe on the left hand of Prince 1:rice his 
Regiment, had none to charge 5 we charging the very 
utmoſt man of their right(Wing : I cannot better compare 
the Figure of both Armies than to the Map of the Fight 
at Sea, between the Eng/iſh and the Spaniſh Armadoes , 
(only there was no half Moon) for though they were above 
twice our number ; they being f1x deep, in cloſe order, and 
we but three deep, and open, (by realon of our ſuddain 
charge ) we were without them at both ends: The Can- 
noneers {ecing our reſolution, did not fire their Cannon. 

No men ever charg'd better than ours did that day , efpe-

cially the Oxford-Horſe, for ours were tyr'd and ſcattered, 
yet thoſe that were there did their beſt, 'Twas wy for- 
tune in a dire line to charge their General of Horſe ,

$0,ement wards one of his Piſtols, before I came up to him, and 

with Sir miſt with both : I then immediately (truck in to him , and

him, for he ſtagger'd, and preſently wheel'd off from his 
Party and ran. 

Herel muſt deſire the Readers to be very particular in 
this relation, becauſe Twenty ſeveral Perſons have intituled 
themſelves to this Attion 3 and a Knight that ſhall be name- 

' leſs, that is dead (ſpeaking of his great Services and ſmall 
rewards to me) told me the very enſuing ſtory himſelf, 
all but that he could not give fo good reaſon as I could, why 
it was Sir Arthur Haſſerigge, When he wheel'd of, I per- 
ſu'd him, and had not gone Twenty Yards after him , but 
I heard a Voice ſaying, *Tis Sir Arthur Haſlerigge follow 
bim; but from which Party the Voice came I = not 
they being joyn'd, nor never did know till about Seven 
Years ſince, but follow him I did, and in Six ſcore Yards I 
came up to him, and diſcharg'd the other Piſtol at him, 
and I'm ſure I hit his head, for I touch'd it before I gave 
fire, and it amazed him at that preſent , but he was too 
wel! Armed all over for a Piſtol Bullet to do him any hurt, 
having a Coat of Male over his Arms, and a Head-peece 
(I am confident) Muſquet proof, his Sword had two Edges 
anda Ridge in the middle, and mine a Strong Txck ; alter 
I had (lackned my pace a little, he was gone Twenty 
Yards from me, riding three quarters ſpeed, and down the 
ſide of a Hill, his poſture was waving his Sword on the 
right and left hand of his Horſe, not looking back whether

Action that befel him, and ſent for his own Chirurgion 
immediately, and ſaw him dreſt before he went away 3 he 
gave the Inn-keeper charge that he ſhould have what ever 
he calld for, and he would ſee him paid 3 that whatſoever 
Woman he ſent for to attend him, ſhould be admitted, and 
lent him Ten broad Peices for his private expences; and 
before he March'd to Brij/e/, he came to ſee him again,

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Power without any conſent of his own ) ſhall afterwards 
refuſe the command he was in before, and attempt to render 
himſelt Priſoner to the Enemy, he ſhall be taken as an Ene- 
my, and be kept Priſoner by his own Party ; the reaſon 
ſeems very ſtrong, becauſe he may be prevailed upon by 
the Enemy to betray his own Party ; and the freeing of 
his Perſon, gives him as it were a new Election ; and if he

{ſtrates his affeftion tobe there. But this did not fatisfie 
my Leiutenant, for he would not take his Place as before, 
but March'd along with the Troop as my Priſoner, till the 
taking of Briſto!! (the place where he promiſed to render 
himſelf) and then he thought he was fully abſolv'd frum his 
Parole, and betook himſelf to his imployment again. 

When we came to Briſie!l, Prince Rupert ( whoſe 
very name was half a Conqueſt) with the Oxford Army 
lay before it on the Weſt ſide, and Prince 1avrice with the 
IVeſtern Army on the Eaſt : Both Armies being not half 
enough to beſeidge it z our Corniſh Foot were to fall on 
firſt, which they perform'd with a great deal of gallantry 
and refolution 3 but it proving the Stronger part of the 
Town, they were beaten off , with a great deal of loſs; 
When they found it inacceſhible , they got Carts laden 
with Faggots, to hill up the graft 5 but it being to deep, and 
full of Water(though they attempted it again very gallant- 
ly) they could do no good upon it; but as gallant men 
as ever drew Sword ( pardon the Compariſon) lay upon the 

round like rotten Sheep : Amonglt which were {lain _. - 
Collone! Brulus Buck, Sir lone - ri Collonel Treva- JUC0 as 
7i0n, with many more; howſoever this loſs of ours drew 
the Town Forces that way, which might be ſome advantage 
to Prince Raperts Forces , who ſtorm'd that part of the 
Town with ſuch irrefiſtable Courage , that forced them 
from their Works, and gave admifhon to the Horle ; who!/*.'**": 
ſoon beat them from their Guards, and took the Tony OS 
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by taking of which, the Weſt was upon the matter cleared, 
for this gave ſuch a reputation to our Army, that made all 
the Garriſons thereabout willing to come 1n upon Terms, 
as Dorcheſter and Poole came in to the Lord Carnarvan, 
T's 1aking who was ſent with a Party of leſs than a 1000 men, to de- 
* 2” mand them; both which rendred within one Week. 1 
Poo'e. Cannot tell whether the Articles were too large 3 but I too 
much feare@the not ſtrictly performing them , did moulder 
two gallant Armies; the one before Lize, the other before 
Glouceſter, that otherwile might have come in 3 which had 
they taken, or the Field Army March'd up to Londen , to 
have joyn'd with the Marqueſs of Newcaszle, who was then 
ſucceſsful in the North, there had been probably , an end 
of the War on the Kings ſide ; but this 1s not to the purpoſe 
in hand , for which 1 ask Pardon, and return to my

When we were poſleſt of Brifioll, and the leſſer Garri- 
ſons came tumbling in to the obedience of the King , I 
took the Kings Crown to be ſettled upon his head again; 
and my place of Major to the Prince, being ſupplyed by 
a more knowing Officer, I defired leave to return to my 
private condition as before,and to march with theArmy that 
71s S:idge Was to beſeidge Glowceiter, hoping to poſleſs my Eſtate 
ef Glou- there; offering my Letutenant, Corner, and ſeveral other 
cites, Gentlemen the Command of my Troop, all which refus'd 
to ſerve in my place ; ſo that it ceaſt to be a Troop, and 
became a little Army , for in leſs than a Week, I pre- 


ferred Twenty of them to be Captains, Leiutenants , and

After the Seidge of Glouceſter was rais a, the Parliament

Reading, where the Waters being then overhigh , ſhe took 
a great fright, When ſhe was brought to Kea/ing, Young 
Sir John Cademarn, ask'd the Souldiers who the was, and 
when he underſtood ſhe was my Wife, he us'd her with all 
the reſpect that could be, and waited on her to the Gover- 
nour, who for my ſake expreſt many civilities to her 3 and 
ſent a guard with her into the Parliament Quarters.

And fo gave me his hand to kiſs, and the Lord of Briſtol!

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In Oxford, a Knight provoked me with ſo ill Language , 
that I could not forbear ſtriking of him 3 and being very 
angry, I took his Perriwig off trom his Head and trampled 
It under my Feet : The next morning he ſent me a Chal- 
lenge by his ſecond, a perſon of Quality, who found me 
in Bed : I deſired him to ſtay a little, and I would ſend for 
my ſecond, to go along with him to his Friend , which he 
did; when I ſent my Servant for my ſecond, I alſocom- 
manded him to ſecure a good Charging Horſe by the way , 
(intending to Fight him on Horlſe-back ;) in leſs than half 
an Hour , my Second and Servant came to me, and then 
(having the priviledge to choole Time, lace, and Weapon) 
I told him I would meet his Friend and himlelt, with this 
Gentleman my Second, on Horle-back in Bullington Green , 
between two and three of-the Clock that afternoon, with 
Sword and Piſtolls, and without Arms, and (hewed him my. 
Sword and Piſtols; faying withal, Il would not except 
againſt any his Friend ſhould bring ; which he defired 
me to ſend jn Writing, and [ did it by mine own Second, 
who brought me word back, that ail was well accepted : 
We all dind together with other Company (as we us'd 
to do) without any ſuſpicion of a Quarrel, that I know of, 
after dinner, my Second and I mounted, and as we paſt by 
Magdalen Colledge (which was the way to the place ap- 
pointed ) the Secund on the other (1de, call'd to my Second , 
defiring to ſpeak with him, his buſineſs was to perſwade me 
to alight, and treat of the matter in his Chamber there 3 
they both intreated me to alight , ailuring me *twas not 
dithonourable, but fit ſo todo; but I not convinced by 
their arguments, utterly'refus'd , unlcis the Principal him- 
felf would come-and defire it, and abſolve me from my 
promiſe of meeting him at the place appointed 3 which he 


did, and then we went up together to his Seconds Chamber, Pe, 
where we found an Earl (whoſe Siſter the Knight had Mar- prevone#- 


ried) who alſo pretended Friendſhip to me 3 he urgd' 
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how much I was before hand with his Brother, and 
propos'd as an expedient, that I ſhould declare I was ſorry 
for it, which I defir'd to be excuſed in; at laſt he offered 
that if Iwould ſay I was ſorry for what I had done, he 
ſhould fay he was ſorry for giving the occaſion ; which 
was acknowledged on both lides, and ſo we were mace 
Friends. 


Lord how various are thy diſpenſations, thy wayes are 
palt finding out ; thou haſi turmed our Sorrow into Joy , that 
part of the IWheel which was lowermoſt, is now got uppermoſt 5 
thou haſt turn'd my Sword into a tlough Share, and my pub- 
lique dangers and wants, into private Peace and Plenty; and 
initead of the cold Atfother Earth, and Canopy of Heaven , 


- thou haſt prepared « warm and pleaſant Bed, Lord grant me 


Grace ſuitable to thy Aercies. 


From Oxford, the firſt night I came to Vxbridee , where 

I thought fit to acquaint the Governour of the Town with 
my Condition, leaſt I ſhould be taken as a Spie 3 but not- 
withſtanding my Paſs (to ſhew his Officiouſneſs to the Pars 
liament) he carried me Priſoner to Lendor, where I was 
forced to make Friends to the Speaker to be releaſed : 
Soon after, Iattended my Compoſition at Goldſmiths-Hall , 
where (thuugh I was a Priſoner to the Parliament) yet my 
Creditor arreſted me upon an Execution, and carried me 
away to the Poultry Compter, and then ſequeſtred my whole 
Eſtate 3 which if he had done before , might have paid 
him half his Debt. Therel ſtaid about a Year without 
ſeeing a Yard of growing Graſs ; ſtriving to be releaſt 
upon the Priviledge of Parliament, being their Priſoner 3 
and therefore could not in Honour bea private perſons Pri- 
ſoner ; but that failing me, I removed to the Krngs Bench, 
where (the Lady Lert5 /! being my Kinſwoman) I had con- 
venient liberty : Whiiſt I was in Priion, my Wife agitated 
my Compoſition, rais'd mony and paid it, and I wanted 
not 
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not 5 moreover I put her upon the taking off 30o /, per 
ann, {cttled upon her, after Marriage, in exchange of 
Lands between us (thuugh ſhe had no mind to attempt it ) 
and ſhe clear'd that from Compoſition; which ſeveral 
Ladies urg'd as a preſident, but was not granted to any : 
She was then contented to releaſe theſe Lands for the Pay- 
ment of Debts; She having her own again, which if 


they had been Sold at a full Value, would have paid 
all. 

In the mean time, I was not wanting in retaliating kind- 
neſles ; for by my diligent ſoliciting for her, and laying 


out a good part of the Mony I received in fale of my own , ,,, 
Eſtate : I got the greateſt part of her Eſtate out of her #«(4an2. 


Uncles hands, into the hands of Friends fitter to be truſted ; 
and paid Debts and Legacies charg'd upon her Eſtate with 
the reſt; and then conveyed her whole Eftate in 1idadle- 
ſex and Berksſhire (whereof a conſiderable part was Leaſe 
Lands and ſo mine) To Truſtees of her own chooſing , 
acknowledging all valuable conſiderations, and uſing all 
barring words that council learned could invent, to avoid 
fraud ; not in fatisfaftion of what I cwed, but rather in the 
confidence had in her, that what ſhe enjoyed , I ſhould 
never want ; but beſides my confidence of her love, that 
which induc'd me to it was, that no man of my condition 
could call any thing his own 3 for there followed Deci- 
mation, Impriſonment, and what not; and who was 
more fit to be truſted thanſucha Wife, who ſeem'd to be 
altogether compos'd of Kindneſs, and of whom I had not 
thenany cauſe of Suſpicion 3 yet I obſerv'd that ſhe was 
very ſtrict and over curious in the Penning of her Con- 
veyances, thinking that ſhe had never enough, and ever 
ſuſpitious of her beſt Friends, adhering rather to thoſe 
that had a deſignupon her , and did admire her Wit and 
Parts, than thoſe that told her the plain truth , and wiſh'd 
her happineſs really. — 

H : Whilſt 
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WhilſtI was in the Kings Bench, my Chief Creditor , 
who Arreſted me in Execution, lead me out of the Rules, 
to treat of the Debt between us; which the Deputy Mar- 
ſhal perceiving, ſaid, he was glad to ſee us agreed ; my 
Creditor anſwered , we were not yet agreed; faid the 
Marſha), you muſt agree now, for this is an eſcape in Law , 
and he may choſe whether he will go back to Priſon again 
which amaz'd my Creditor : But I told him, 'twas not for 
my Honour to revenge my ſelf upon him, and uſe him as 
he had us d me ; I would only take the advantage by this,to 
make him honeſt, and toabate the extraordinary Charges 
he demanded ; but his Principle and Intereſt he thould 
have toa farthing : Which I paid him within one Week , 
andall my own Debts ; there were alſo ſeveral Debts I was 
engaged for with my Uncle Sandys , entred againſt me ; 
which the Creditors (out of the confidence they had of 
my Juſtice) withdrew, and took my Word for their Pay- 
ment; and I Paid them all, within one Years time. 

Being now in ſome meaſure free from Debts, my Wife 
and I retired into the Country; where.we found the com-: 
mon Fate of a ſequeſtred Eſtate 3 not onely a ruin'd Houſe, 
but Gardens and Orchards plough'd to the very Doors : 
Yet with all its faults, we liked it better than any place we 
had in the Country 3 being alſo encouraged by the kind- 
neſs of my Neigbour-hood to live there (though it were 
a Leaſe holden of the Dean and Chapter of Glouceſter) 
Too ſoon after Church Lands were expoſed to Sale by the 
then uſurped power, calling themſelves a Parliament ; and 
upon conlideration of all things, viz. that if we did not 
Buy it a Souldier might z who would immediately Cut 
down the Timber, with which it was well ſtor d, and force 
me out of the term Thad in it already (which was Eleven 
or Twelve Years to come) beſides, I thought it xpoint of 
Conlcience, to preſerve the Church Lands to my Power ; 
and it was the principal ſeat of my Name and F _—y for 
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above a Hundred Years : Upontheſe thoughts, my Wife 
and I Sold Lands, and joyned to buy the reverſion after 
the Leaſe in Truſtees names; and I was fo kind to her, as 
to make it over in Joynture, in caſe ſhe out-lived me, earners 
" hich in Common Barter, was at leaſt three times worth the 

ony. , 

During the Kings abſence, I cannot fay I liv'd, but brea- 
th'd only ; being altogether a Patient, and not an Agent : 

Yet even then there were ſome rematkable paſſages , of 
which I will name but one. 

Upon review of Sequeſtrations, I was Summon'd to 4 paſſage 
Hickes's-Hail,to compound for my Wives Eſtate in1!iddleſex, 9 # com- 
in anſwer to which, I pleaded a Leake of 21 Years, made” © 
by my Wives Father, Ano, 1620. for Payment of Debts 
and Legacies, which were not then paid, and the Leaſe (till 
in force, to which , when they could make no reaſunable 
objection 3; ſaid Barkſted (then Leiutenant of the Tower) 

Sir, do mot you live with your Wife, to which I anſwered , Tes 
Sir that T do, and I hope I may withont offence 3 Said he, that's 
cauſe enough for Sequeſtration, to which I reply'd, I hope this 
Honourable Committee doth not fit here to part man and IWife 3 
ayes another of the Committee, What Sir do you accuſe us 
for parting an andIVife; to whom I replyed, T ſay T hope 
you d» not z with that, I was bid to withdraw, and they paſt 
no Judgment upon it that day ; and afterwards I applyed 
my felf to the Chair-man, who freed it from Sequeſtration 3 
I was fo plac'd by fortune, that I could not move without 
| diſcovery ; ſo that I had not power todo more, than to 
adviſe my Friends and Relations to obey the King.and His 
Laws, and to make Mr. Henry Norwood Executor of all my 
Arms, who us'd them better than I could have done my 
ſelf. 

\ Not long after, it pleas'd God to reſtore the King and the 
Church again, before the Leale formerly mentivned was 
quite expired; by which means, my Wite and I luſt our 
2 | pur- 
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(52) and 
purchaſe Mony, and the repairiog of the Houſe, improving 
of the Grounds colt at leaſt 1500/7, to make it a Seat : 
Which when I apply'd my ſelf to the Dean and Chapter to 
renew ; I found the Chapter generally my Friends, and 
;..,.* two of them being authorized to treat with me concerning 
-> 7e;- It, offered to leave the Fine to my (elf, ſo I would increaſe 


the rent 10 /, per arm, more, which offer (though it were 
very obliging ) yet (I delired to conſider of it, (the in- 
creafe cf Rent being new to me) whereupon the Dean 
took the matter into his own hands, and then I found a 
great alteration; for whereas the Gentlemen that treated 
with me before, would in kindneſs come to me, or meet me: 
I could hardly ſpeak with the Dean, having (as I was in- 
form'd)) a deſign to have it himſelf , which troubled me 
very much ; but my old Friend Doctor Lab'urme coming 
to viſit me, found me diſcompos'd , and ask'd me the rea- 
ſon of it; which being as I conceiv'd, to the Scandal of 
our Church , I told him, 'twas out of his Road to help me ; 
which made him the more importunate, ſaying, I knew not 
his Power ; At laſt I told him that I was oppos'd in the 
renewing of a Leaſe I had, holden of the Dean and Chapter 
of Glouceſter ; he ſaid, he had ſeen the Dean beyond Sea 
at Queen Mothers Court, and made no queſtion, but to 
make him my Friend ; and went immediately to the Coun- 
tels of Guilford, and ſhe had a Command from the ſaid 
Queen to ſweeten him; who did it ſo effeCtually , that 
whereas, he would not renew it upon any terms before , he 
then agreed upon a reaſonable Fine; and was lo wholy 
for me, that if I did not take it in mine own name , and to 
mine own uſe, ( Excluſive to my Wite, and all others) there 
ſhouid be a bigger Fine ſet upon it, I did accorcingiy pay 
the Fine , was continued Tenant, had my Leale, ard he 
ſtaid his ſtomach upon another Mannor. 

After the Kings bleſſed reſtauration , I began to be an 


Agent again,and fell into ſeveral great and chargeable Suites

viz. againſt the Company of Stat#onrrs , to Vindicate the 
Kings Legal Right in Printing the Common Law , againſt 
Sir Robert yner and ſeveral others ; of which ſhould 1 give 
an account, this would be rathera Volume than a Treatiſe. 
The taking out of the Depoſitions of one Suit only, a- 
mounting to almoſt 20 /. Yet this I can moſt truly fay , I 
never began a Suit, but upon neceffity ; and asking at Avel 
firſt: And though I prevail d in them, yet they colt me 
much Timeand Mony, that I may well lay as that General 
did ; who after a great Victory, upan the veiw of his 
Army, tound it was odtain'd by the loſs of ſo many Gal- 
lant men, that he ſaid with Sorrow to his Officers that re- 
main'd 3 M.my ſuch ſucceſſes will undo us, So thele ffeſh cx - 
pences, together with paying a Fine for what I had bought 
before z being put into Honourable, though Chargeable 
imployments, as Deputy Lemtenant, Juſtice of the Peace, 
an Othcer of the Militia, and living in a more plentiful 
manner than before, to entertain my Friends, and having 
no help at all ;. I became in Debt again, and borrowed 
1560 /, upon the ſaid Colledge Leaſe 5 with which I paid 
ſome of my Wives Debts, as well 2s mine own, alwaies 
believing I ſhould never ſee the day wherein our Perſons, 
or Eſtates ſhould be two. 


Lord thou haſt made mine Enemies rejoyee over me , 
and laugh me to ſcorn | thou hat ſct me fair in Triſon , z«t 
thou ha$t not given me over, but hast ſweetned it with tle 
Kindneſs of my nrereſt Relations , that with Paul and Silas, 7 
have enjoyed many pleaſant hours there 5 thou haſt put mine 
Adverſarie into mine Hands, and Bleſſed be thy Name that thou 
haſt reſtrain: me from requiting Evil for Evi!s andithouch I 
have rot arriy'd io that height of Piety as to Love my Ene- 
mies , yet lis a great comfort to me, that T have made ſo eood 
a beginning as to be juit to them, as well as kind io my 
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Here I muſt crave pardon of the Reader to fall from a 
general diſcourſe of my Life, to a particular vindication of 
my ſelf, wherein I am falſely accus'd 5 which indeed is the 
cauſe of this Treatiſe, and though I tremble to do it, yer I 
chooſe it as the leaſt of two Evils, being not able to unde- 
ceive the World by any other means. 

After my Wife had found the ſweetneſs of enjoying a 
quieted Eſtate, ſhe began by degrees to decline my advice, 
and keep all things private from me, and giving «car to 
Adulatorsz fhe was mitferably couſened, and bought all 
things at the worſt hand, and run in Debt to moſt Trades- 
men that wou!d truſt her 5 which when I perceived , and 
was dun'd for the Mony, I prevail'd with her to ſhew me 
her.accounts 3 upon peruſall of which, I found many Er- 
rors, iz. no pertect Rental whereby to charge the Re- 
ceiver, the Accompts falſe caſt up, and ſevera] conſiderable 
Sums doubly charg'd : But when I told her of it , and de- 
fired theſe Accompts might be evened, before ſhe truſted 
him any further 3 the reſult was, that I ſhould never pry 
into her Accompts more, for there being ſome private 
Reckonings between them, he had the power to make her 
ſet her hand to any thing, which ſhe hath dearly paid for 

7%+:/:-»-fince 3 and though the exclaimed againſt him, that he had 

£2:®% let Leaſes to the Tenants of more Ground, and for a lon- 

ger Term than was agreed, yet ſhe ever Seal'd the Leaſes, 

and moſt commonly without Counter-parts. By this ill 

management of Affairs, ſeveral Debts were contracted and 

my Perſon liable to them all ; this I was very ſenhible of, 

71: 4anger but how to remedy it I knew not; for the ſtaff being now 

#1 in her hands, and out of mine, ſhe might as well beatme 
as aſtiſt me with it. 

Yet being provok'd by a Conjugal duty, I took the bold- 
neſs to tell her , we grew more and more in Debt every 
Year, which would be deſtructive at laſt 3 that the beſt 
way would be to Sell and pay them off, and live as Con—_— 
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tably as we could upon the remainder, or to let the Houſe, 
(the keeping of which, much increa(t our Debts ) and live 
privately for a time: Neither of which ſhe liked , but the 
latter ſhe could never forgive, to grudge her a Houſe -to 


Live in (as ſhe often repeated) and this was the firſt real #/4/tion. 


difference I can remember between us ; as if Perſons in- 
debted by keeping one Houſe , could pay their Debts by 
keeping two : this was bandyed about every where, and 
gave an occaſion to rip up all my other Faults, complain- 
ing that I never lov'd herz and as an argument urg'd, 
that I left her company, and went into the Kings Army ; 
which to the Zealous Ladies,who like Tinder,take Fire up- 
on the leaſt occafion; and would have none go that way,was 
fau)t enough, without any other to be condemned, forget- 
ting as(Zealous as they were)Uriahs Anſwer to King David, 


When he would have had him gone to his Houſe, &c. 
The Ark, and Iſrael and Judah abide in Tents, and my Lord 
Joab, and the Servants of my Lord are incamped in the open Clap. x4. 


Fields ; Shall T then go into mine Houſe , to Eat and Drink, 
and lye with my IVife, &c. T will not do this thing, ſaid he : 
ſo may I anſwer, ſhall the King, the Nobility and Gentry , 
and all be concern'd for their Lives, and I be in a Volup» 
tuous Bed my ſelf ! certainly 'twas not to be done by a good 
Subject : And this I urge the more home , 1n regard her 
fondneſs was foi above 20 Years together, as great as her 
hatred can be now , for I could not be out of her fight 
(though about her own bulineſs) without ſtrick't Exami-

drank \\:: . and my hair, whether 1 had taken Tobacco ; 
and thougi. I ucver could abide Tobacco in my life , yet 
if ſhe had ſmelt it inmy hair, by being where it was taken, 
the World could not perſwade@ her to the contrary , 
but that I had taken it wy ſelf. 

And here I cannot forbear to tel] you a paſſage. About

with us ; after Dinner, he whiſpered mein the Ear, which 


my Wife perceiving, acquainted his Lady, that there was 


ſomething extraordinary to be done ; ſo both the Ladies 
came to kiſs the ſecret out of us, and when 'twas diſcover- 
ed, 'twas no more than this; that there was a Mufick 
mecting at Maſter L.we-s his Chamber that Atternoon , and 
if they pleas'd to go we ſhould be glad of their Company ; 
which they cotherwiſe engag'd )retus'd todo: As we went, 
faxes this Perſon to me, let us endure thele impertinencies 
in our Wives; for when women begin to be indifferent , 
they begin to hate : Which ſaying hath prov'd moſt pro- 


:- Phetical to me; for ſhe having the ſole power of an Eſtate, 


and being the only Child of her Father, and fo fonded by 
him,that none muſt diſpleaſe her 3 whereby ſhe had her will 
in all things, 2rd being 1n her ——_—_— and high, 
which by her Education, was much 1ncreas'd ; this Settle- 
ment could not pleaſe her, but ſhe muſt needs have all that 
remained alſo, to render me worſe than her Ward, 
for though a Ward hath nothing,, yet he owes nothing , 
and is maintained by his Guardian ; but I was clog'd with 
mine own and her Debts which lay hard upon me, yet 
muſt not have wherewith to pay them, but like the 1/raelites, 
make Brick without Straw. 

Here I muſt take leave to obſerve, that the great reaſon 
why the Law favours Marryed Women ſo much is, becauſe 
'tis preſum'd the Husband 1s pofleſt of the whole Eſtate , 
both real and perſonal 3 and therefore whatſoever Debts 
the Wite contracts, though never ſo 11}, chargeth the 
Husbands perſon and Eſtate 5 which makes my caſe worſe 
than ordinary : For though my Wife be (by my indul- 
gence) asa Husband, in reſpec of the Eſtate, yet is ſhe as 
a Wife, in reſpe&t of the Debts ſhe owes 3 having the 
beneht of the Eſtate, and not anſwerable for the Debts by 
Law ; which not onely contradicts reaſon , but the very 
Creation it ſelf ; For 1arn was created in Gods Image, P 
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be ruler of the whole Earth, and woman was afterwards created 
to be a he!p meet for man : So man was made for Gods ſake , 
and woman for mans ſake. But did ſhe perform accor- 
dingly 2 Was ſhe a meet help? I doubt upon examination, ._ ., 
you will not find her fo ; for, the very firſe A ſhe did, was on 3. " 
to give her liusband the forbidden Fruit, whereby he became 
naked, And this was my fault, for I did all things my Wife 
deſired me , till I diveſted my ſelf of that power the Law 
gave me, and became naked : Though to effec this , ſhe 
us'd Arguments as plauſible as Abſolom did when he kiſt the *,54"- 
men at the Kings Gate, what Juſtice he would do when the power 7 * 
was in him. But unnatural power is moſt commonly de- 
ſtrufive to the receiver as well as the giver ; 'tis only happy 
when both make but one power, fince thoſe that contend for 
it moſt,deſerve it leaſt : Yet to pleaſe her,I forſook my reaſon 
and jeilded, that if ſhe would aſſure me both our Debts 
ſhould be paid, I would make over all to her 3 which when 
ſhe did not approve of upon tboſe terms, nor give me any 
fatisfaftion why ſhe did not , but expected I ſhould have 
an implicite faith in her, which ſhe allows not to the Church; 
I concluded ſhe reſolv'd to blaſt my good name, and make 
me a perpetual Priſoner, which indeed was the deligne; for 
fond love being now turn'd into deadly hatred , ſhe ſpent 
her whole time in getting a party privately , and alienating 
my Friends and Allyes from me upon untrue pretences , 
perſwading my neereſt Kindred and Relations, to joyn with 
her and deſert me ; but they having more diſcretion and in- 
tegrity, then to joyn in ſo unjuſt a Cauſe, rather adviſed her 
to a Compoſure ; and though ſhe took their Councel 1n 
other things , yet ſhe forſook them in'this, and went to 
another Counceller of Law, wholly unconcern'd , who 
alſo advisd her to a Complyance ; had ſhe read the words 
of Matrimony,” and weighed her promiſes thereupon, the 
could not need farther advice. 

But when ſhe found honeſt —_—_ , hot for her turn, 
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ſhe called in Rumpers to adviſe with, and her flatterers (who 
had been Pentioners to her for ſeveral Years) of England, 
Scotland and Ireland; the Chief of which, was her firſt 
Husbands ſuppoſed Neece , who heretofore was forbid by 
ſeveral Letters from her ſelf, to come out of Scotland to 
her, but her love (otherwiſe call'd her wants) neceſſitated 
her to thruſt her ſelf upon her; who being a Lady of Fortune, 
and well furniſh'd with Scoiti{Magick,ſhe wasCaptain of this 
black Guard, who delign'd to build their Houſes out of our 
ruins; but theſe were only preparatory for her intended ſepa- 
ation, being only Women of as little Credit, as Eſtate 5 whoſe 
buſineſs it was to pry into my Actions,and to tell myWife what 
they obſerv'd to my prejudice, which they found very plea- 
ſing to her : If I did Sweat going about my bufineſs, all the 
Houſe muſt ring of it; as if it were a Miracle for a fat 
man to Sweat z if ſhe were inform'd I was in .company of 
any woman (though untrue) 'twas ſo great a fault as not 
to be forgiven. Theſe, with matters of a higher nature,were 
underband infus'd into the Neighbours, and Tenants, to 
render me odious to them 3 as that I had ſpent her Eſtate , 
when indeed I got and preſerv'd it with the loſs of my own; 
and ſhe ſtill lives plentifully in the mid'ſt of it, without an 

contradiction, and is poſleſt of all, but what was ſold for 
Payment of her Fathers Debts and Legacies : That I had 
ſome ſtrange and ſecret wayes of ſpending my Mony ; 
whereas in truth, I ſpent moſt of what I had in Weſiminſter- 
Halt; cheifly for the defence of her Eſtate , which was al- 
waies litigious, or in the Houſe we liv'd in. But fears and 
zealouſies (which were the cauſes of the late Wars) were 
alſo the cauſes of my misfortune ; for this Scortifh Lady , 
finding my Wives love in the Wane, and her inclination to 
take all advantages againſt me z made'it her buſineſs to en- 
gage all the Servants in the Houſe of her ſide, Rooting 
all out that would not take part with her, except my 
own menial Servant z who had a weary life , becauſe +

would not betray me: Notwithſtanding which my Wife by 
fits would return to her Kindneſs, and (to give her her due ) 
did many times af[iſt me with Mony at a pinch; at which 
the Scottiſh Lady (Judas like, keeping the Purſe) was much 
offended , faying ſometimes, that if my Wife were rul'd by 
me, ſhe would be utterly undone ; and at other times, when 
I was inthe Country, that ſhe hoped never to ſee me there 
more, for my Wite was never well when I was with her : 
Theſe things, when my Wife was acquainted with, ſhe ſeem'd 
not to believe, nor redreſs; and then, and not till then ,” 
I found I was ſupplanted. | 

—— Lord ſtand up in thy wrath, and lift up thy ſelf becauſe ., <1 
of the Indignation of mine Enemies ! turn thee unto ms and © 
have mercy upon me, for I am deſolate and in miſery, O bring 
thou me out of my troubles ! confider mine Enemies how many 
they are, and they bare a Tyraons hate againit me ; but let 
ther be aſhamed and confounded together that ſeek after my Soul 
to deſiroy it 5 kt them be driven backward and put to rebuke 
that wiſh me Evil : For the Lord is my refuge, and my God is 
the ſirength of my Confidence ;, he (hall recompence them their 
wickedneſs, and deitroy them intheir own malice z yea, the Lord 
eur God ſhail de&roy then.” 

By this time her uſing of means to be ſeparated from me 
began to be no ſecret, for ſhe did not onely uſe the Inſtruments 
aforeſaid in buzzing into the Neighbours and Tenants ears, 
how unkind and unjuſt I was to her privately, but profeltit 
openly at Table, to mak# me cheap with my Friends and 
Servants 3 infomuch as I have ſeveral times with filence 
riſen from the Table before I had half Din'd, and infinuated 
it, into Perſons of the beſt Quality z and that it might the 
4 better take with them, ſhe declar'd how ill a Husband I had" 
beenof my own Eſtate, and hers 3 how vaſtly 1 was {till 10,4, 
Debt, and how neceſlary 'twas now to look to her ſelf, to 
S preſerve a livelyhood for both-(pretending ſtill ſome kind- 
4 neſs to me) and that ſhe did it for my ſake, to make a party 
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out of my own Kindred againſt me) and that ſhe had already 
ſold much of her Eſtate to pay my Debts 3 Whereas all the 
Efate ſhe ever ſold in relation to me (for the reſt. was in 
fatisfation of Debts and Legacies given by her Father) was 
ſome Land at F.arringdor, for 1250 /. of which about half 
was by her own defire made ute cf , with ſome more of 
mine, to buy the Reverlion of the Leaie atorcfaid, and we 
both loſt our Mony, which was a general caſe. 

But ſhenot contented with aay loſs wherein [ was concern'd, 
would have had th<Leaſe renewed 1a0ther mens names which 
to pleaſe her, I propos'd to the Dean; his anlwer was, that 
if I took it in other mens names, he would put anather price 
upon it, in regard the Chapter took 1o ſmall a Fine of me 
for having ſuticred ſo much tor the King and Church. $9 
I took it in mine own name) but ſhe, tcldom ſatisfied with 
any reaſon, but where her will 1s predominate, never left 
oft, till ſhe oblig'd the Dean to promule, that upon the next 
renewing, it ſhould be to Friends in Trult for her 5 and made 
uſe of that unlucky perſon (who hath been ſo fatal tome, 
and all his own Name and Family, by being <ngaged for his 
Debts) as a proper Inſtrument to etfect her deſign. 

When I delired to treat with the Dean upon a ſecond re- 
newing, he refus'd to treat with me, but reterred me to this 
man, who agreed with the Dean for 2507. on my behalfe , 
which was afterwards made a Chapter Agreement, as he 
confelled by his anſwer in the Exchequer ; (whether I was 
forced to fly for repair 3 ) for though 1 gave notice that my 
Mony was ready, yet the' Dean ſhufiled it off, and declar'd 
that unleſs 'twas renew'd to Truſtees for my Wife, it ſhould 
never be renew'd : So that this is the E77g/7h of it, I muſt pay 
the Fine for the Eſtate, and ſhe, or ſome others, mult have 
the benefit of it, or it muſt not be renew'd at all, But this 
was not poſſible to be done, in regard my necelitties com- 
pelled me to take up Monics upon it, without the payment of 


which, I had not power todo it; yet this Ioffer'd , that if 
ſhe

ſhe would pay my Debts, I would truſt her with it ; but no- c,,.. -.,. 
thing would ſatishe her, but defrauding my Creditors, and i» never 


leaving my Perſon in danger 3 this being all I could properly 


ca!l my own to pay my Debts with, and give me a ſub- 
liſtance. 

My refuling to do this in her own way, was fo great a 
fault and fo ill taken, that it put her in King 4-4b's Diſtempezx, 
and I had no manner of quiet for Six Months together . at 
Bed, or Board : Sometimes complayning to my nearef{t Kin- 
dred of me, and it they would not take part with her, ſhe 
would diicountenance their Vilits 3 othertimes keeping me 
waking whole nights, thinking by her importunity , to make 
me the unjuſt Judge ; when at the ſame time the pretended 
Sickneſs, as ſhe did more or leſs for the whole Winter toge- 
ther (though ſhe were as well as in any Winter I can re- 
member) and neglected her own bulineſs wholly, to compaſs 
this defign,and nothing I did or faid could pleale her. 

She was alſo very muck pleas'd at my misfortunes, and 


attsfied, 


when I complain'd to her of two fad hearings I had in Chan: X-:»»:e 


cery that Morning, I never taw her merrier, than at that 
Dinner ; and when I was Arrelted for hcr Debr, (which in- 
deed { kneiy not of) ſhe ſeem'd more troubled that [ was got 
off, than that I was Arrelted , though at the ſame time the 
was very paſſionately concern'd for a Chare-woman ſhe kept 
in the Houſe, who, for foriwearing her lelf, was Arrelted and 
carried away, when I had the Gout in cxtremity upon me , 
and was very angry with me that I would not be1o too; the 
reſt I am aſhamed to declare. When I importuned her to 
entertain a Kinſman of mine, whole civility might jultly ex- 
pecta treat for himſelf and his Friends I onely delir'd the 
uſe of my own Plate for that day, atluring her ſhe ſhould have 
it again, and that ſhe ſhould be at no charge z I could not for 
my life obtain it of her; nor was this all, for in further 
purſuance of her deſign, ſhe broke a Door into the Neigh- 
bouring Houſe ; and whereas a Kiniman of mine and my 
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Servant lay in that Chamber before, they were removed from 
thence, and her {weet Neece (as ſhe calls her) lodg'd in 
their Room, to hold correſpondence with them, and with- 
draw their kindneſs from me ; and as I ſuppoſe, to remove 
Goods thither. as there ſhould be occaſion. And till this time, 
I thought the Inhabitants of this Houle the moſt impartial 
well meaning people to us both that could be, and there was 
no perſon that profeſt more friendſhip to any man than the 
Maſter of the Houle did to me 3 which causd me to make 
him the very Cabin«<t of my Secrets; and becanſe I had 
once thoſe apprehenhions , I hall leave out much of what I 
can ſay tor my advantage, till there be a more clear dilcovery 
of the truth as touching him, or a publick denial of the 
truths herein aſſerted 3 for which T ſhall reſerve a reply, if 
any ſuch (hall happen. However this Door, which I hoped

more caſte accels to each other, prov'd very fatal to mes 
tor I could not come to this Gentleman, (for whom I had 
a verr great kindnets) to communicate my Secrets and de- 
lire his advice therein, but there would be preſent intelli- 
gence given to this Neece, or my Wite, where I was; that 
when 1 came thither as to a Friend, to disburthen my ſelf of 
forrow, and to receive his comfort , {having little at home) 
L was moſt commoniy prevented. 

And becauſe to prove the truth of things, it may be re- 
quired to inſtance, ſome Examples ; this Dean having had 
ſome dilcourie with my Wite, was {upon intelligence as afore- 
ſaid) tent after Nine of the Clock ina Winter Night,through 
a Sick Childs Chamber , of which Sicknets ſhe dyed, the 
only Child of her Parents; and conducted by my Wives 
Maid , who NMarch'd with a Candle before him to the 
place where this Gentleman and I were together, refreſhing 
our ſelves : We wondred to ſee the Dean there, at that time 
of Night, and to be brought through a private paſſage, that 
none but our ſelves ſhould know , and never there before , 
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nor knew he the Maſter of the Houſe ; but in ſhort, he fell 
upon the buſineſs, with deſign, to make me promitle to reney 
the ſaid Leaſe to Truſtees for her 3 which when he could not 
accompliſh I alk'd him whether I had ever promis'd him fo to 
do, he an{wer'd I had not ; and till this time my Wife repor- 
ted to the Gentleman of this Houſe, and ſeveral others , that 
I had ſo promiled. 

Not long after, the Dean came to Town again, and I defir'd 
to ſpeak with him at his Lodging, but he alwaies put me off 
ſaying, he would come to me;3 and when he came to my 
Houſe, (though he knew I was within ) he would never [peak 


the confidence to invite me up to my Wives Chamber in a 

Morning, by this Maid who condufted him to the Neighbou- 

ring Houle, (I not hearing that he was in the Houſe before) 

which much amaz'd me; knowing how cenforious my Wite 

_— ever been of thoſe that entertained men in their Cham- 
er. 

Yet ſome are of opinion, that God ſees no Error , in his 
Saints ; and the Authority of my Lady A«/heſow may make 
that a Virtue, which in another ſhall be judg'd to be Vitious : 
But if perſons fhould put a reputation upon things , why 
ſhould not the Zealous Lady Norton be Cannonizd for free 
_ of Sermons, and claping her Hands upon every 

efeat givento the King : Belides ſo grave a man as the 
Dean to viſit her, muſt challenge as much priviledge as if a 


Nun had her Confeſlor come to her. When I came up to, ten 
him, he fell upon the old Theam, how juſt and fit it was to firprared. 


renew this Leaſe to Friends in Truſt for my Wife ( though 
I told him of the Debt upon it) and ſtroak'd his grey 
Beard in confirmation of the Conſcienciouſneſs of it ; but for 
all his gravity, and the power he had upon me , I refus'd his 
propofition ; at which he was very angry, and flew away 1n a 
great Paſſion: Afterwards my Creditor offer'd him the mony 
agreed between us, and Intereſt from the time it ſhould have 
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with me, till he ſpake with my Wife firſt ; and once he had jiue 
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been paid ; which he was fo far from accepting of,that he trea- 
cd with him to accept of the Money and Intereſt that was due 
to him of a Friend of his,and nam'd the perlon for his Friend, 
that to my knowledge (his Debts paid) is 20000 /. worſe than 
nothing 3 which when my Creditor acquainted me with (ap- 
prehending that if he would take his mony , a Leaſe might 
be renewed againſt me) Ithought it high time to make my ap- 
plications to the Prebends, to acquaint them with the Deſign 
I tuppoſed againſt me, and addreſt my ſelf to them, by the 
Biſhop of that Dioceſs; who was ſo Noble, as to cauſe them 
to declare their Innocence and Integrity in the buſineſs , and 
their willingneſs to let me have it at the Fine agreed upon 
But the Dean {till perliſted in his reculancy, and took him- 
ſelf to be Chancellor of Equity, as well as Dean of G!ou- 
COTEPT, 


$622 Bagh Plead thou my cauſe, O Lord , with them that Srive with 
me ! and fight thou againſt them that fight againſt we 5 let thews 
be confound:d ar d put to ſhame that ſeek after my Soul > let them 
be turncd back and brou' "t to confuſion, that imagin? miſchief 
for me ; for they have pr. vily laid their net to defirey me with- 
out aCauj? + y*., even without a cauſe have they made 4 Fit for 
my Soul; my Lovers and wy Neighbours ſtard looking upon my 
trouble, ard my Kinſmcn a far off : They aljo that reward 
Evil for Good are againſt me; but tis not an open En:my hath 
dore me this miſchief, for then I coula have borne it, nor a known 
adverſarr, for then Tconld have avoided him 5 but it was even 
thou, th: 11 ife of my Boſome : We took ſweet Conncil together 
for many Tears, and walk; d in the Houſe of God as Friends ; but 
as for me, I will cad upen God, and implore his aid to deliver me 
out of this miſery, 


But theſe contrivances were ſtil] only preparatory, for the 

Devil having begun fo proſperoutly, as to ſeparate fo near 

7% 2 relations, would be ſure to ſtrike home at laſt ; knowing that 
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(65) 
Councikto carry on the Work ſo happily begun, leaſt malice 
ſhould fail of its end : She therefore reſolves upon perſons 
for her Council that have two marks upon them, the one to 
hate me, the other to love themſelves; I mean advantage, 
which ſhe is very apt to promiſe upon the leaſt defign : The 
firſt ſhe pitches upon, was one old in injuries to me; the le- 
cond, one whoſe Mouth watred at a Mannor of mine ; the 
Third, one that came from far to govern her, and her Eſtate : _ 
Of all which, I ſhall give you a ſhort Character, and begin * 
with Sir Joh Derham his deſcription of the firlt vis, Ne: 

He ſhuffles with his Legs, and rids no Ground ; he putters z;, :,,z 
with his Tongue, and utters no ſence; he ſpeaks all Lan- 
guages at once, as if he had beenat the Confuſion of Fabe4 ; 
he thruſts himſelf into every ones concern, and a]waies gives 
Council before he be ask'd : A Collonel ( fo call 'd)that never 
drew Sword in Arger; a Stateſman that never Writ.true 
Engiiſh 5 aman that whiſpers nothing in every mans Ear, and 
would be the true $77 Poſitive at a7, it he were Knighted : 

This is Chief Secretary of the Council. 

A Church-man, that ſuffers nor= to ſurfeit in his Houſe; ,,,,..., 
he is himſelf of the Spaniſh Diet( þ .ope not of their Faith) 
one Fig, and two Almonds will ſatishe him at home, but a- 
broad his Stomach 1s fo - extenſive , that he -can fwallow a 
whole Mannor at a Bit ; he is much addicted to the Scurvy , 
and can Eat and Drink a Dozen of Oranges at a Meal], in a 
Phyſical way 4 he will rather break his Tenants backs, than 
their Bellies ; and is ſo conſciencious, that he will rather Prey 
uponthem, then Pray for them : Towards Twelve of the 
Clock he is as humble, and nimble with all , as a mendicant 
Frier 3; but when he is in Cathedra as Majeſtical as the Pope 
himſelf : He is good at moſt things but Preaching , and bet- 
ter at ſeparating than joyning together, though his Function 
teach otherwiſe ; he is the Champion of Ladies, as far as fits 
his own turn, and praGtiſes the 3 Chapter of the 2 Epiſtle of 


Saint Paul to Timothy to the life: To conclude , Ten ſuch 
K Churchs 
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Church-men in F-g/ard would endanger a Second Rebellion 
(blefſed be God,l know but this one.) With thete perfections 
he ſtands to be preſident of the Council, but the Ladies will 
not permit him, unleſs he Cuts off his long Beard. 

A thing long, lean, and without a Beard , in habit much 
like a woman 3 but whether Man, Woman , or Hermaphro- 
dite z Wife, Widdow. or Maid, I know not ; ſhe 1s all of a 
peece,and not at all like the Kings Daughter, G!orions within 
ſhe cannot pronounce $Shibbolcth plain ; yet for all the 
Church-mans Learning, this is thought moſt ht to be preſident 
of a Ladies Council , moſt of them being allo Women : 
For thereſt of her defcription, I leave you to Sir WH 3!/7.z9; 
Davenants Song of So O/d, So wondrous Od; And if that 
ſhould fail, to Maſter Rardolpi's Veries upon tuch another 
Beauty. 


Lower than Gamut ſunk ber Fyes , 
'Bove Ela though hor Noſe aia rijc, 


As for her Virtues, they are ſo Eminent, that they bear pro- 
portion with her Beauty. 

But though theſe contend to be Preſident, yet really none 
of them are fit for the place ; for in Councels wherein the 
deſign is to ſeparate Man and Wife, there 1s none fo proper 
to be Preſident as the Prince of Darkneſs, who certainly may 


75+ Dize! Claim the moſt undoubred right ; the reſt of the Council 
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+: being women ſeduced through miſ-information, I ſhall not 
Sx» trouble my ſelf with, hoping they will not trouble them- 


ſelves any further, when they know the truth of the Cauſe : 
All theſe conjoyn'd together againit a fingle Perſon, ob 
ſcur'd with great Debts (who made no preparation to de- 
tend himſelf, relying on his owa Innocerice) together with 
an Eſtate Real and Perſonal to back them ; might (without 
the leaſt Difficulty, as well as Honour ) promiſe themſelves 
ſucceſs, and be as confident as Thomzs 47uings was , when 
he ſajd , 
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Jaw contra Manicheos concluſum ei. 


There only wanted now an opportunity to ſet on Foot the 
Decrees of this Counce)], which happened not long after ; 
for a Creditor, who obtained an Execution againſt me , upon 
a Houſe Debt, which my Wife ought to pay, threatned to 
arreſt me 3 which to prevent, I ſent a Gentleman I thought 
molt in her favour, to defire him to forbear ſeizing on my 
Perſon or Eſtate, for a Month or Six Weeks, and he ſhould 
not fail of his Mony ; his Anſwer was, he would not ſtay at 
all ; and it preſent Mony were not paid, he would take what 
Courſe he could to get it : I defired the Gentleman to ac- 
quaint my Wite therewith, which he did in my preſence ; I 
took that occalion,to tell her of the danger, the diſgrace,and 
the loſs that muſt neceſlarily follow, if this Debt were not 


paid ; and beg'd of her (as it it had been for my life) that 5-4 coun- 
the would pay it, and I would allow it z and though ſhe had*'*ey 


then 1n her Cuſtody, above 10001. worth of Jewels, and 
Plate, which ſhe {till unjuſtly detains, j could not prevail 
with her to do it, although the Debt were little more than 
60 /. I thought this very hard, and yet was unwilling to ſeiz 
my own Goods , to pay it agaia{t her will z but told her, 1 
would ſecure my Perſon, and ſome PKtures that were like to 
be undervalued,” in cafe they were ſeizd upon : For the 
abſence of my Perſon, ſhe ſeem'd not to trouble her {lt 
much, but for the Pictures, ſhe was in ſuch a toſs, that ſhe 
utter'd ſuch Language, asI never heard from any Lady, aad 
told the Gentleman, in whoſe cuſtody I put them , that he 
had plundred her Houle, &*c. 

Theſe things made me examine in what ſafety I was in the 
Houſe, Anſwer was made me, that there had been no Key to 
the Street Door for two Months, (for indeed, I was as a 
Stranger in the Houle for above a Year before) when I con- 
ſidered of this, as alſo, that my Wife expreſt little trouble at 
my laſt Arreſt for her own Debt, and that there was but one 
K 2 Servant 
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Servant I could truſt ; I refolv'd to take a- Lodging , and 
preſently ro remove 3 which I did 1n that haſt, that I left all 
things in diſorder behind me 3 I'often fent to my Wife , to 
know how ſhe did, and to bring me things I had occaſion to 
uſe, but I could not receive them without a note under my 
hand, and ſometimes not at all ; and the Meſſenger complain'd 
that he was alwaies dog'd from thence, and having but one to 
look tome, I was depriv'd many times of a Servant - I then 
prepared for the Country to put my butiels in the beſt order 
I could there, and ſecure thoſe Goods : And as I went to take 
Coach, I eſcaped Arrefting very narrowly. 

In the Country I ſtai'd but a {hort time, being alarm'd up 
to Town about a Charitable uſe , alledged to be given by 
my Wives Father, out of her Eſtate in the Strand , for the 
Payment of which, there was a Decree by the Commiſiio- 
ners of Charitable uſes againſt me, tor about 400 /. for the 
Arrears, and 10 /. per ann. for ever, which would have been 
alſo a leading caſe to the Payment of a greater Sum, by this 
as well as being lyable to my Wives Debts, Troubles and 


Suits, you may perceive I had all the Evils of the Eſtate, 


though no benefit thereby 3 and I heard my Wite took no 
care at all, to prevent the Confirmation of it in Chancery : 
Whereupon I went with what ſpeed I could to Loder to our 
Council, to inſtru and Fee him for the hearings which after 
I had done, and was taking my leave of him, he was the firſt 
that told me of the fad News, of my Goods being ſeized 
upon, and that if I would ſtay, he thought I might ſee my 
Wife ; with that I ſtaid, and half an hour after ſhe came ; 
he faid to her, that if ſhe would walk into his inward Room, 
he would ſhew her that he hoped would pleaſe herz when 
the came in.I Saluted her,and ſhe ſecem'd well enough conten- 
ted to ſee me : Afterwards he made leveral propolitions be- 
tween us, whereof one was accepted, and others like to be 
agreed on ; but upon conference with her Sweet Neece, all 
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the ſaid Councellor, for endeavouring a Reconciliation be+ #ene#, 


tween us. 
Herel may not omit to tel] you that there were ſeveral 


things reported of me Scandalous and fallez as that I put 
this Creditor upon ſeizing the goods of the Houſe (which 
I5as much as to ſay, I contrivd mine own dishonour and 


mftakes. 


Nfore 


ruine ) 'tis more likely to be my Wives contrivance, who hath Scans! 


built her whole ggſ1gn upon this Foundation : For after this 
my Credit was, wholly blaſted, that my familiar Friends 
ſeem'd to ſhun me, the reaſon they gave for it was, becauſe 
my Study-Doors were not broken open, and that ſome of 
my wearing Cloaths.(though in another mans Chamber were 
preſerv'd : 'Twas allo reported that my Wife was ſurpriz'd , 
when ſhe agreed as aforeſaid ; whereas I dare ſwear, the 
Councellor that advis'd it , did it from the integrity of his 
Heart for both our goods 3 and that he had as much or more 
kindneſs for her, than he had for me; nor could what was 
reported be of any advantage to him, or to me if true, but 
Juſt contrary : 'Twas allo reported, that I did not Viſit her, 
nor acquaint her with my going out of Town; that I fold 
the Coach-Horſes, which I confeſs 1 did, with her con- 
ſent, and ſuch trifles, which I ſhould bluſh to mention, had 
they not come from her ; and that I had left her, and not ſhe 
me, by way of fallacy, becauſe the lives in the Houle til] ; as 
if her promiſe in Marriage were made to the Houte, and not 
to my Perſon. To which I anſwer, that ſhe might have 
prevented the miſchief that parted us, it ſhe had pleasd, 
having warning enough 3 and that I durlt not ſee her tn 
that houſe, beſeig d with Baylitts, for fear of being 
Arreſted, which had then utterly undon me: I will not fay 
ſhe would have betray d me her ſelf, but 1 am ſure thoſe a- 
bout her, which ſhe will not part witha), would. 
However, when I came into the Country, | gave her 2n 
account where I was, but could receive no anlwer of many 
Letters ſent to her from thence,nor never lince; thoug h 1 have 
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iFritten at leaſt four or five Letters to her ſince I came to 
London; nor did the ever {ee the Servant by whom I ſent 
them, but by accident: After this I met her at my Uncle 
Buror Atkins his Houſe by chance ; who had been alwaies ex- 
ceeding kind to her in all her diſtretles,and was fo in this ; for 
he invited her to his Houle, and lodg'd her there for a fort- 
night at leaft, he was (as others were) pollcit of an ill opi- 
nion of me. and thatI was a ſtrange Monſter of a Man ; but 
when I had in ſome meature undeceived him , he began to 
be of another mind, and to examine the truth of things 3 
which ſhe perceiving, and that 'twas his opinion we ſhould 
live together 3 ſhe tuddainly remov'd her Lodging, without 
acquaintirg him therewich : When we were there together 
(the good 01d Gentleman, having made his peace with God , 
deſirous alſo tc make peace in his own Family,)propos'd, that 
we ſhould ſtay there and lie together, and agree the matters 
in difference between us, which I contented to, and ſhe re- 
fus'd; he then propos 'd, that the matters in difference might 
be referred to him, atluring her, the ſhould be no looter by it; 
which ſhe alto retus'd : He allo propos'd , that we might 
talk of butinels there ; heranſwer was, ſhe came not thither 
about bulinets. and fo ſhe took leave and turn'd away, and 
went out with the lame Gentleman the came in with, leaving 
me there; and lodg'd at his Houte without my knowledge 
or content : this being matter of Fact, let the World Judge, 
whether I lett her. or ſhe me. 

After this, I ſent two Ladies of Quality to propoſe an 
accommodation to her, and detired a meeting z -at leaſt, that 
I might know my fault, tor which I was fo feverely Puniſhed ; 
from whoml could receive no other anſwer than this,that when 
they touch'd upon that ſtring, ſhe fell off trom that diſcourſe 
to another ; as1it the very diicourle of re-uniting us , had 
been infetiousz not antwering fo well as Felizx did to 
St. Pax!, When he reajoued of Righteouſneſs » Temperance and

even to my ruine, I had not a quiet day atter ?/:y, till ] car- 
ried her into the Country 3 complaining ſhe wanted Air, 
though ſhe knew, I had not many times wherewithal to do 
it: but what Love cannot do, Revenge may ; and what 
neither of them can do lingle, Love and Revenge may do 
together ; I mean her Love to that company the torfook me 
for, and her Revenge upon me 3 whom ſhe to tolemnly pro- 
mis'd before God and man, never to forſake, in theſe words , 
viz, For Better for 13 orje, for Richer for Poorer, in [Sickneſs 
and in Heal; b. to Love, C heriſh, and to obey till death us dg:

2, If they be provd, it can ditlolve this knot , unleſs 
they both agree to the ditlolution-: 

3. It thisbe agreed, whether it may be done, ſince the 
promile is, Ti!! d-ath it; depart. 

4. Who cando it ? 

In anſivering which Queſtions, I ſhall not irrcverently look 
e- %* into the Ark, nor meddle with the Prieſts Otiice, which be 
pp longs not to mez but becaule this is the molt eſſential point 
of the whole Treatiſe, and wherein I am molt concern'd , 
I ſhall not deliver mine own opinion ; but ſhall give the 0- 
pinion of a Sober Divine, iz, To the firlt Queſtion he 
laith, 

That neither decay of Eſtate, nor ſcanda], nor any other 
V*". thing without proof can nullify this promiſe, or be any juſt 

caule of Separation; for Dz non ap arentibus © 108 eXi/Teus 
trons eadem er ratio, 

The ſecond he faith, hath two parts : Firſt, If it beprov'd 
it can diffolve the Knot ; Secondly, whether there can be a 
Citlolution of it unleſs both parties agree; To 
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To the fiſt he Anſivers two things 3 Firſt, That decay 
of Eſtate it prov d, isnot ſufficient to diſlolve the Knot , be- 
cauſe the Divine Law allowes of no ſuch cauſe 3 and this is 
exprelly provided againſt in the words of Marriage for 
Richer for Foorer, 

Secondly, Nor 1s every Scandal ſufficient if it were prov'd: x, we ;- 
The Divine Law allows only of one cauſe as ſufficient, viz.cond. 
Aaultery, 1at. 5. 

To the ſecond part of the Queſtion he ſayes, firſt, IF the 
Adultery be on the Wives part, the Husband may certainly 
without the Wives conſent, diſlolve the Marriage by the 
Divine Law. Secondly, If the Adultery be on the Husbands 
part, the cale 1s not altogether ſo clear concerning the Wife , 
that ſhe may put away her Husband. Among the Jewes, 
it was in no caſe permitted to the Wife to put away her 
Husband ; and the Greek Fathers (as Grotivs upon Matt. 5, 
tells us.) That Anciently among the Cþriſtiirs , 1t was not 
allowed to the woman to ditlolve the Bond of Marriage, no 
not for Adultcry ; But our Saviour ſeems to allow it on both 
lides, Afurk 10, 11, 12. and St. Paxl 1 Cor, 7.10, ! 

To the third he faith, that notwith{tanding the words of, 4. +4 
the promile(t:!! death us depart\the Marriage may be diftlolved Q#4/t:0n. 
for the cauſe of Adultery,and this though both parties be not 
agreed : He grants indeed, that neither party is bound to 
make a divorce, no not in caſe of Adultery ; becaulc the 
Law of Divorce 1s only permithve : He likewite grants, that 
the wordsof Marriage might be lo fram'd, as to oblige both 
partics beyond what the bare nature of Marriage doth : So 
tio Perſons when they Marry, may ſolemnly oblige them- 
ſelves never to be voluntarily abſent tor a day from one ano- 
ther , which Marriage doth not tye them to; fo lixewile 
they might mutually oblige themſclves not to make uſe of 
the permiſſion of Divorce in any calc, but doth not think that 
thete words (til! death us depart ) are of that force, or that 
they werelo intended : Firſt, becaule among the Jewes, _ 
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had the greateſt liberty of Divorce, the like expreſſions are 
us'd, as if nothing but death could diſſolve this knot ; and 
yet this did not take away the liberty of Divorce : St..P.uul 
tells us, Rom. 7, 2. That the womae is bound by the Law to ber 
Husband as long as he liveth, and yet in cafe of Divorce , the 
woman was free from her Husband even while he was alive : 
Seconilly, Conltant praftiſe among our ſelves, hath fo 
interpreted theſe words, as to be no prejudice to Divorce, 

To the Fourth he ſaith, That by the C-rit/iz Law either 


* party may do it, but by the Lawes of every particular Na- 
' tion thoſe Courts and Judges that are appointed by Lay , 


and in Erg/4rd it is tobe done by Ectlelialtical Courts only, 
To add to this the opinion of Bithop H.s7 (who ts gene- 
rally the Ladies DoGor, and particularly my Wives) 1a his 


: Cates of Conſcience upon Divorce, he concludes, that a man 
”. cannot put away his ite for any Caule, except Fornication, 


or Adultery, no not for Unbelcit, or Herelie 3 and after 
faies theſe words 3 Therefore to ſeparate from Board, or 
Bed, is no better than a preſumptuous violence. It 1s the 
peremptory Charge of Chrilt, what God hath joyned together 
tet n0 man pul a ſunder, M.tt. 19. 6. la all lawfull Marriages 
tis God that joyns the Kands and Hearts of the Married : 
How dare man then undo the work of God , upon devices 
of his own 2? what an impious faucineſs 1s 1 to disjoyn 
thoſe whom God hath United. 

But neither theſe, nor any other Iever heard of, hold it 
layful for a Woman to ſeparate from her Husband without 
any proof atall, which is my Caſe. If Actions be the true 
Interpreters of Thoughts, 'tis more than probable ſome 
Vives thi2k, that if they be actually chat in their Bodies, 
their Husbands are ſo much in their Debt, that they may 
abuſe them all other wales ; wherefore I {hall the leſs judge 
ſuch as buy Milk by the Quart, when a Mans own Cov ſhall 
give a good Soop of Milk, and kick it down when he hath 


done, _

Yet the new lights of thele times may make Ladics believe 777i 

they can ſee further than thoſe of old, becaule Age is blind , 

holding forth that the Yoke of Marriage is too heavy for a Xew /g6rs 


tender Lady to bear, who 1s more of Spirit than Fleth ; they 
have a Salve for every Sore: Sometimes breaking a Heart in- 
to three peeces, and then taking five pceces for a word of 
Conſolation, and ſo according to the occalion : But a Divorce 
ought to bear the greatelt price of all, ſince there are fo tew, 
(if any,)can do it 3 for what would not one give to enjoy the 
thing belov'd, and to berid of the thing detelted ; belides 
11 reaſon, for a Woman of Eſtate, to endure a Husband of 
29 Years (tanding, is as great a miſery, as for a Father to live 
till his Heir be 50 Years of Age : Tis civil for them both to 
depart ſooner.
